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School sex abuse probe: 
Three men due in court

THREE men have been charged 
with a total of 53 offences relating 
to sexual abuse of children at 
Swaylands School in Penshurst 
between 1967 and 1993 - and will 
appear before a court later this 
month. 

It follows a lengthy and complex 
investigation by the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate which 
identified multiple victims. 

Colwyn Baker, 70, from Morn- 
ingside, Edinburgh, has been 
charged with 29 counts of indecent 
assault and five charges of buggery. 

David Thomas Hennessy, 73, of 
Westfields, Narborough, Kings 
Lynn, has been charged with 16 
counts of indecent assault. 

Nigel Anthony Putman, 61, of 
Kings Road, Slough, has been 
charged with three counts of 
indecent assault. 

The three men will appear before 
Maidstone Magistrates Court on 
March 11. 

Swaylands School was set up in 
1942 and between the mid-1960s 
and 1994 was operated and 
managed by the London borough 
of Barnet. 


The boarding school was closed 
on July 31,1994. The building has 
subsequently been turned into 
flats. 

Pupils with learning, emotional 
and behavioural difficulties aged 
between seven and 19 years old 
were placed there by local authori¬ 
ties across London and the south 
east of England. 

Peter Saunders, chief executive 
of the National Association for 
People Abused in Childhood, said: 
“Victims can sometimes find it 


difficult to come forward and speak 
to police about crimes that 
happened a long time ago. 

“Investigations are important in 
bringing offenders before the 
courts. 

“The impact on victims can have 
lasting effects throughout their 
lives. NAPAC is working with Kent 
Police to address the fears and 
concerns of those victims.

Prison report flags up 
concerns over suicide 
and impact of drug use 


PRISON chiefs at Blantyre House 
have vowed to eradicate concerns 
raised about the jail following a 
recent visit by inspectors. 

Although the report was generally 
positive, there were concerns which 
included a suicide and two serious 
assaults - the latter believed to have 
been caused by the avability of the 
cannabis-substitute Spice. 

HMP Blantyre House, in Goud- 
hurst, is a semi-open prison which 
tends to specialise in prisoners 
reaching the end of long sentences 
and being prepared for release. 

Although the report by the HM 
Inspectorate of Prisons highlighted 
“excellent staff-prisoner relationships” 
and a “decent” environment where 
“few felt unsafe” it also raised concerns 
about how it was responding to recent 
changes in its intake of in-mates. 

The report explained: “In 2010 the 
prison had been able to select the 
prisoners it held and was able to 
tailor its services to meet a signifi¬ 
cant but narrow range of needs. 

“At the time of this inspection... 


Blantyre House could no longer select 
who it held. As a consequence the 
prison was holding men who present¬ 
ed a wider range of needs and risks 
than before but its work and resources 
had not been sufficiently adjusted to 
meet these new requirements. 

“There had been two recent 
serious assaults, which appeared, in 
part, to be due to the availability of 
Spice - a synthetic cannabinoid - and 
associated debt and bullying. 

“There was very little self-harm 
but a self-inflicted death shortly 
before the inspection, the first at the 
prison, underlined that there was no 
room for complacency.” 

Michael Spurr, CEO of the National 
Offender Management Service, said: 

“It has highlighted Blantyre House as 
a good resettlement prison with safe 
and productive conditions. 

“We recognise the population is more 
complex and challenging than 
previously and the governor and his 
team will continue to have the support 
needed to take forward the recommen¬ 
dations in the report.” 


A FORMER milkman charged with 
the murder of schoolgirl Claire 
Tiltman some 21 years after her 
death made his first appearance in 
court on Friday morning 
Colin Ash-Smith, 45, was 
charged earlier this month after the 
Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate handed a file of 
evidence to the Crown Prosecution 
Service following a cold case 
review. 


A SECONDARY school in 
Ashford has been put into 
special measures by Ofsted 
inspectors after a damning 
report rated it as 'inadequate’ 
across the board. 

As a consequence, the head 
teacher of the North School in 
Willesborough, Lesley Ellis, is 
believed to have stepped down 
and been replaced by Jon 
Whitcombe. 


He appeared at Maidstone 
Magistrates’ Court via video link 
and did not enter a plea. He was 
remanded in custody and will 
appear at Maidstone Crown Court 
on Monday. 

Claire Tiltman, known to her 
friends as 'Tilt’, was brutally 
stabbed to death as she walked to 
visit a friend close to her home in 
Greenhithe in January 1993. She 
was just 16. 


The Ofsted report, published 
on Monday following a visit in 
December, slammed the 
leadership, teaching, achieve¬ 
ments and behaviour at the 
school. A previous inspection in 
2012 had found the school to be 
‘satisfactory’.

Cameron enters debate 
over where next Thames 
Crossing will be situated

DISCUSSIONS over the location of 
the next Thames Crossing entered 
Downing Street this week when a 
host of MPs, including three from 
Kent, met David Cameron to put for¬ 
ward their views. 

Dartford’s Gareth Johnson, 
Chatham and Aylesford MP Tracey 
Crouch and Gravesham’s Adam Hol¬ 
loway joined Jackie Doyle Price, MP for 
Thurrock, and MP for Basildon and 
East Thurrock Stephen Metcalfe, in 
the meeting with the Prime Minister. 

There are two options left on the 
table for a new crossing after a third 
option - which would have seen a 
link created between the Swans- 
combe Peninsula and the A1089 in 
Tilbury in Essex - was ruled out. 

It was an option which would have 
almost certainly ended ambitions for 
the large Paramount-branded enter¬ 
tainment complex, which is promising 
to create thousands of jobs and plough 
millions into the local economy.

The remaining options are for a 
new crossing to be built at the exist¬ 
ing Dartford/Thurrock site next to 
the Queen Elizabeth II Bridge or for a 
crossing connecting the M2 with 
the A13 and the M2 5 between junc¬ 


tions 29 and 30, crossing the 
Thames east of Gravesend. 

Free-flowing tolls are due to be in¬ 
troduced at the Dartford Crossing in 
the autumn and MPs are keen the 
Government should wait to see what 
impact they have before making a 
decision. 

Dartford MP Gareth Johnson has 
been fighting against another cross¬ 
ing in his constituency. 

He said: “People in Dartford are 
fed up with the misery the crossing 
has given them over many years. 

“I have always felt it would be pre¬ 
mature to give the go-ahead to an¬ 
other Thames crossing right now. 

“Next autumn the automated 
booths come into operation and it 
would be far more beneficial to mon¬ 
itor the effects of this before commit¬ 
ting to another Thames crossing in 
north west Kent.” 

Equally defiant, MP Adam Hollo¬ 
way is fighting the Gravesend option 
saying it will damage countryside 
and destroy villages. 

A final decision could be made 
later this year.

GOLDEN girl Lizzy Yarnold returned to 
the UK after the closing ceremony of the 
Sochi Winter Olympic Games on 
Monday - and then joined other Team 
GB medal-winners at a special reception 
at Downing Street. 

The 2 5-year-old from West Kingsdown 
won gold in the skeleton event - Team 
GB’s only gold of the Games. 

She also held aloft the Union flag 
during the closing ceremony last 
Sunday. 

In meeting Prime Minister David 
Cameron she said it had been “a great week” 
as she adjusted to her new-found fame. 

Meanwhile, while a bid to get a 
letter-box painted gold by the Royal 
Mail to celebrate Miss Yarnold’s success 
appears to have fallen on deaf ears, on 
Monday a bus painted gold in her 
honour will start operating through her 
home town. 

Bus firm Arriva confirmed the 
number 478, which runs through West 
Kingsdown and the nearby villages of 
Eynsford and Farningham, on its way to 
Swanley, will be in service from Monday 
and be gold in honour of Miss Yarnold.

Shard celebrates its 
one millionth visitor 

A BIRTHDAY surprise for his partner turned into a 
celebration all round for Paul Olding as he 
became the one millionth visitor to the top of 
London’s most dramatic new landmark. 

Just after 10.30am on Wednesday Mr Olding 
from Hadlow, near Tonbridge, walked in and 
chalked up the milestone for the View from The 
Shard attraction. 

It sits on top of western Europe’s tallest building, 
next to London Bridge station. 

Mr Olding was visiting with his partner Julie 
Battell and had booked the tickets to celebrate her 
birthday. 

The couple received a bottle of Champagne, 
gifts and souvenirs and a lifetime pass to visit the 
attraction. 

The View from The Shard is the highest vantage 
point from any building in western Europe. 

It is the only place where it is possible to see the 
entire city of London at once, with 360-degree 
views over the capital for up to 40 miles. 


Beaver takes shelter 
from rain under car 

ANIMAL inspectors are trying to discover how a 
beaver ended up taking shelter from the bad 
weather under a car in Thanet last week.

From the ashes of doomed college 
emerges hope for next generation 


It has been a remarkable week in the county’s education 
sector as Hadlow College’s clout is enhanced by taking over 
a big chunk of K College, while a secondary school is forced 
to shut in Canterbury Marijke Cox reports on the drama 


W HEN K College 
trumpeted its crea¬ 
tion in 2010, it 
shouted from the 
rooftops about how 
it would set new standards for further 
education in the county. 

Four years later, however, and as 
the smoke clears from its dramatic fi¬ 
nancial meltdown and restructuring 
of the last 18 months, we finally get to 
see how the wreckage of the doomed 
merger will be absorbed by other 
institutions. 

And the good news is that, finally, 
the future provision of a host of vital 
courses - many of them vocational - 
appear to finally be falling into safe 
hands. 

East Kent College - formerly Than- 
et College - had already been named 
as the preferred bidder for the sites in 
Folkestone and Dover, and now Hadlow 
College has been formally announced 
as the preferred option for Tunbridge 
Wells, Tonbridge and Ashford. 

Four colleges in Kent - Canterbury, 
East Kent, Hadlow and MidKent - 


were among eight overall hoping to 
step in and take over the stricken K 
College, which is to be broken up into 
two parts. 

This latest announcement signals, 
hopefully, the beginning of the end of 
what has been a traumatic road for K 
College since it was formed in 2010 
through the merger of South Kent 
College and West Kent College, be¬ 
coming the biggest further education 
provider in the county. 

It went into financial meltdown in 
2012, running up a staggering £17m 
debt. The full extent of the losses 
caused redundancies and sent shock- 
waves across the county. 

In Ashford, the impact was felt par¬ 


ticularly hard. Having already sold its 
Jemmett Road site to developers, the 
financial crisis it found itself in meant 
K College was forced to pull the plug 
on ambitious schemes to rebuild 
buildings it owned in the very heart 
of the town centre, which would have 
created a learning hub. 

Instead, it has been forced to delay 
moving out of its current site as talks 
continue over a possible alternative. 

As the problems emerged, gover¬ 
nors quit, the principal, Bill Fearon, 
resigned at the end of the 2012, and 
the Government’s Skills Funding 
Agency was forced to parachute in a 
team to set about balancing the books 
and avoiding complete collapse. 


Also brought in was the experi¬ 
enced Phil Frier as interim principal 
to guide it through a difficult period. 

Perhaps little surprise, given the 
turmoil, an Ofsted report in Decem¬ 
ber 2013 was less than glowing. 

Unable to continue in its current 
form, the decision was taken to split 
the college into its coastal campuses 
(Folkestone and Dover) from its in¬ 
land sites and seek new management. 

It means the K College brand will 
soon be no more. 

But there seems to be a light at the 
end of the tunnel as the details of the 
restructuring are made public. 

For Hadlow College, it is the latest 
remarkable step in its repositioning 


as one of the county’s most signifi¬ 
cant education providers. 

Based just outside Tonbridge, the 
college has existed as a centre of agri¬ 
cultural learning for years. 

And its rural ethos was extended 
when it opened the Hadlow Rural Com¬ 
munity School - a free school which 
promised land management lessons 
amid the National Curriculum. 

Now it has perhaps its most ambi¬ 
tious task yet. 

Hadlow College chiefs state the col¬ 
lege campuses in Tunbridge Wells, 
Tonbridge and Ashford will have 
their own identities. 

Paul Hannan, principal of Hadlow 
College, said the ambition of the 
newly formed Hadlow College Group 
was to build on the individual brand 
and status of each campus. 

Rated outstanding by Ofsted, Had¬ 
low, which provides land-based stud¬ 
ies, may just be the provider to inject 
some stability into K College.

It had hoped for a redeveloped cam¬ 
pus - the Ashford International Cam¬ 
pus on Elwick Road - but K College 
slammed on the brakes amid finan¬ 
cial troubles. 

Last year, the council highlighted 
the Ashford International Campus as 
one of the key projects critical to the 
future economic growth and prosper¬ 
ity of the borough. 

Leader of the council Gerry Clark¬ 
son said: “Our vision is for a vibrant 
college located on the Elwick Road site. 

“Offering a mix of further and 
higher education, whilst addressing 
the specific needs of employers, both 
locally and further afield. 

“This announcement means we are 
a step closer to realising this aspiration. 
The council stands ready to assist in 
every way possible to stamp this new 
college with the seal of excellence.” 

Roots of college’s 
failed marriage 

CREATED through a then-cele¬ 
brated merger of South Kent 
College and West Kent College, 
the new K College was to become 
the largest further education 
provider in the county. 

The ambitious aim was to 
transform South Kent College’s 
campuses in Ashford, Folkestone 
and Dover following a damning 
Ofsted report. The college was 
also in debt to the tune of £1 lm. 

West Kent College, it was 
hoped, would become the hero of 
the hour and turn the fortunes of 
its new partner around. 

But what occurred was what 
has since been described as a 
“perfect storm” of problems 
which left K College with debts of 
some £17m. 

The Department for Business 
Innovation and Skills (BIS), the 
Skills Funding Agency and the 
Education Funding Agency (EFA) 
stepped in and the five sites - 
Ashford, Folkestone, Dover, 
Tunbridge Wells and Tonbridge 
-were to be divided up and new 
management teams moved in. 

Fast forward and there are two 
colleges to run the divided 
campuses from the start of the 
academic year in September. 


H undreds of parents 
with children at a trou¬ 
bled secondary school 
face an agonising wait 
to see where their child 
will be relocated after it was con¬ 
firmed this week it would be shutting 
for good. 

Kent County Council said Chaucer 
Technology School in Canterbury 
would close as a result of low admis¬ 
sion numbers and subsequent fund¬ 
ing problems. 

Almost a year ago it had been put 
into special measures by school 
inspectors Ofsted. 

It had been in the process of becom¬ 
ing an academy, with parents as¬ 
sured it was in “safe hands”. 

Now, however, those who attend 
the school face major disruption to 
their schooling. 

Students in Year 7, 8 and 9 will 
have to relocate to other schools in 
the area in September. Year 10 pupils 
will stay on for another year to finish 
their GCSE exams. 

With many teachers expected to 
find new jobs before the closure, it is 
not yet known how many, if any, re¬ 
dundancies will be made. 

The shock decision to close followed 
concerning admission figures for the 
September 2014 intake; just 26 fami¬ 
lies putting the school down as a first 
choice. 

Even taking into account those 
who selected it as a second or third 
preference, this number would only 
have gone up to around 40 - 
significantly less than the 150-pupil 
admission number. 

It highlighted a worrying pattern 
showing a dramatic drop in student 
numbers each year since 2010/11. 

With schools given funding based 
on pupil numbers, it means the school 


has been receiving little money from 
government coffers. 

Cabinet member for education at 
Kent County Council, Roger Gough, 
said the school, if remaining open, 
would have faced a deficit of some 
£600,000 next year, making it un¬ 
sustainable to run. 

He admitted parents would be “ex¬ 
tremely unhappy” by the closure but 
stressed the only other alternative to 
closing the school would have been to 
dramatically cut back the curriculum 
and resources for pupils. 

“It’s been a difficult decision and 
one that has taken some time to 
arrive at,” he said. 

“If you go back three or four years, 
you’ll see Chaucer had numbers of 
1 , 200 . 

“That has dwindled at about a rate 
of 100 a year so there are 610 now. 

“The school had lost momentum 
over the years. It was then placed in 
special measures in March last year. 

“The problems that were emerging 
were manifesting themselves and Of¬ 
sted made it clear the situation was 
unacceptable.”

school of misleading them into think¬ 
ing things were improving. 

An Ofsted report in November 
found the school was “making rea¬ 
sonable progress” towards being 
removed from special measures and 
recent GCSE league tables showed 
some 51 per cent of pupils had 
achieved the benchmark five GCSEs 
at A*-C including English and maths 
- much higher than many other non- 
selective schools in the county. 

In a letter last year, Swale Acade¬ 
mies Trust - which was managing 
the school ahead of its transfer to be¬ 
coming an academy - also stressed 
improvements were being seen. 

Trust principal Jon Whitcombe 
said last summer that the process of 
“rebuilding the excellent reputation 
the school once had” had begun. 

“Several years ago Chaucer was the 
school of choice in Canterbury and it 
is my intention to help restore the 
school to its former glory as quickly 
as possible,” he said. 

He made changes to leadership and 
developed plans for the new term. 

“I would hope that parents will feel 
reassured the school is now in safe 
and experienced hands with the nec¬ 
essary expertise to transform pupils’ 
enjoyment of school and eventual ed¬ 
ucational outcomes,” he added at the 
time. 

But it seems his efforts were in vain. 

Instead, parents received a letter 
last week from Patrick Leeson, corpo¬ 
rate director of education, learning 
and skills at KCC, confirming the 
school would in fact close. 

“The school has been doing well and 
making good improvements since the 
inadequate Ofsted inspection report a 
year ago,” he said. 
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REASONS FOR THE CLOSURE

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“However, the main reason for the 
decision to close the school is the very 
significant drop in pupil numbers re¬ 
flecting a loss of parental confidence 
in the school. 

“There is also a very serious budget 
deficit as a result of fewer pupils 
attending the school.” 

The problem with low admission 
numbers was made worse, education 
chiefs said, by a decision by the over¬ 
subscribed Canterbury Academy 
(formerly Canterbury High) to in¬ 
crease its intake for September 2014 
by 50 places. 

Cllr Gough said: “We expect paren¬ 
tal preference to have an impact on 
schools and Canterbury Academy 
had every right to add places. 

“KCC is the commissioner of educa¬ 
tion but academies are independent 
from KCC control. Academies can 
choose what they believe to be right 
for the school.” 

He admitted, however, it meant for 
KCC as the commissioner and local 
education authority, the system was 
now “more dynamic and difficult to 
manage”. 

He stressed it was with a “heavy 
heart” the decision was made and 
that KCC was committed to making 
sure children continued to get the 
best possible education. 

A formal consultation into 
the closure started this 
week and a series of ses¬ 
sions for parents to attend 
are taking place in the coming weeks 
to discuss re-allocations. 

Peter Read, an education consult¬ 
ant who runs Kent Independent Edu¬ 
cation Advice, said it was a “dreadful 
but inevitable” decision. 

He questioned why, with such a 
dramatic drop in numbers in recent 
years, no-one seemed to have noticed 
what was going on. 

“The answer I have heard too often 
in the past few days is ‘complacency’. 

“In 2010, Chaucer Technology 
School was by far the most popular 
non-selective school in Canterbury. 

“Over the past four years, it is clear 
that families thought otherwise.” 

He added: “I do not underestimate 
the understandable bitterness and 
rightful anger of many students or 
their families who are affected. 

“None of this is their fault, and they 
all now have the anxiety of whether 
or not they will get a decent educa¬ 
tion elsewhere in a school they never 
chose, but that is reasonably accessi¬ 
ble and with an appropriate ethos.” 


IN the past three to four years, 
Chaucer Technology School 
suffered a huge and sudden drop 
in admission numbers. 

From a popular school with 
around 1,200 pupils in 2010/11, 
now there are just 609 - a drop of 
more than 100 pupils a year. 

Judged “inadequate” by Ofsted 
last year and placed in special 
measures, confidence was 
knocked even more and for the 
September 2014 intake just 26 
families put the school as a first 
choice. 

Cabinet member for education 
at KCC Roger Gough explains: 
“Two developments took place 
when we came into the new year. 

“One, that Chaucer scored a 
low level of preferences. 

' ‘If you look at the school, 
numbers have dropped signifi¬ 
cantly over the last few years. 

“Schools are funded per pupil 
and so it just wasn’t viable. 

“Looking into next year there 


would have been a deficit of 
£600,000.” 

He said despite recent 
improvements at the school, its 
future depended on being able to 
provide the resources that 
children need in the long term. 

The school would have also 
struggled to provide teaching staff. 

“With numbers dropping, the 
school is no longer viable - it 
does not have enough pupils to 
bring in the funding required to 
provide the resources needed.” 

He stressed the second 
problem came in the form of 
Canterbury Academy, which 
increased its September intake. 

It means some of the pupils 
who previously would not have 
been able to get a place there 
and might, therefore, have gone 
to Chaucer, would get a place at 
the Canterbury Academy. 

“Parental preference has an 
impact on schools,” Cllr Gough 
added. 


ALTERNATIVE SCHOOL PLACES 


PUPILS in Year 7, Year 8 and Year 
9 will be offered a place at an 
alternative school. 

Parents will receive letters with 
offers and the reallocation 
process will begin. 

KCC’s Roger Gough said 
families will have a say and 
stressed there are enough places 
in the district to cater for the 
additional need. 

“We’ve been talking to all the 
schools who are looking at taking 
on pupils,” he said. 

“Some have more space. 

“Parents will be given an 
allocation but there will be some 
option. I’m sure there will be a lot 
of concerned parents who will be 
extremely unhappy. 

“For year 7, 8 and 9s it will 
be a significant disruption. 

We recognise that. What I would 
say is the alternative would 
have meant cutting back 
dramatically the curriculum and 


opportunities at Chaucer.” 

Pupils living more than three 
miles away from their allocated 
school will have help with 
transport and parents will be 
assisted with providing a school 
uniform. 

Year 10 pupils will continue to 
be educated at Chaucer until 
September 2015 so they can 
complete their GCSEs. 

Pupils currently in Year 11 and 
Year 12 will get help with finding 
places at school, in college or in 
work with training. 

Education consultant Peter 
Read predicted that some 
parents of children in the younger 
years might start pulling them out 
of school now, if they can find 
alternative places. 

“This will actually mean that 
the school may implode as class 
sizes shrink, and some staff look 
for alternative posts at their 
earliest opportunity,” he said.

Former head teacher Peter Read runs 
Independent Education Advice. Here he 
gives his view on the issue and threats 
posed to some schools by declining 
admissions, in light of Chaucer’s closure 


T HE announcement of the 
closure of Chaucer 
Technology School should 
come as no great surprise, 
given the dramatically 
falling number of students entering 
the school over the past few years, 
and the huge financial deficit 
allowed to develop. 

However, there remains a threat to 
other secondary schools across the 
county. 

The schools with the highest 
proportion of vacant places have 
remained the same over the past few 
years, leading one to ask how others 
can also remain viable, given that 
school incomes depend on the 
number of pupils they attract. 

The Chaucer is the second closure 
in 12 months, with Walmer Science 
College being absorbed into Castle 
Community College last September, 
because of the falling number of 
children in the Deal district. 

I do not anticipate they will be the 
last. 

Concerns have been expressed 
about the number of young people 
coming to Kent from other European 
countries, causing pressure on 
school places, and also migrating 
from London for economic reasons, 
mainly to east Kent. 

To my surprise, I was told through 
a Freedom of Information request 
that Kent does not collect figures on 
the immigration of children into our 
schools, or the national backgrounds 
of such children. 

However, Medway’s seven 
non-selective schools increased by 
just 47 students in total during the 
year, suggesting the problems are 
not as great as feared. 

The schools with the highest 
proportion of vacant spaces in Year 
7, all with over 60 per cent of their 
desks empty, are the same as last 
year except for Walmer. Oasis 
Academy Hextable is in the most 
worrying situation, with just 37 of its 
150 places filled, the neighbouring 
Orchards Academy in Swanley 
appearing to be winning the battle 
for a shrinking pool of students. 

Like most of the other schools at 
the bottom of the table, Hextable has 
failed an Ofsted and paid the price, 
families voting with their feet. 
However, one has to ask if the district 
can support both schools or, if like 
Deal, a merger would produce one 
stronger establishment even though 
this is unlikely, as they are run by 
two different academy chains? 

Next comes the Marlowe Academy 
with 70 per cent vacancies; only a 
third of the intake of five years ago, 
and surely another non-viable school 
saved from closure by virtue of being 
an academy and out of KCC control. 

The problems of the school were 
featured by KCC in its evidence to 
Parliament for an inquiry about 
academies. 

High Weald Academy, the former 
Angley School in Cranbrook, 
continues to limp along. 

It has been further hit this year 



along with a number of Tonbridge 
schools, by the opening of the new 
Hadlow Rural Community School, a 
free school focusing on rural issues, 
which had a projected intake of just 
30 children in Year 7, but took 52. 

Next up was Pent Valley School in 
Folkestone with 63 per cent vacan¬ 
cies which, in contrast, has a current 
‘good’ Ofsted. It has suffered in 
numbers for years from competition 
with the neighbouring Folkestone 
Academy, but also loses out because 
of the remarkable success of school 
appeals at Folkestone School for 
Girls, taking around 70 previously 
non-selective girls, a figure nearly 
twice that of any other Kent school. 

Not surprisingly, Chaucer Technol¬ 
ogy School comes next, its intake 
having fallen from 235 in 2008, to 
54 this school year, and a projected 
30 or so for entry in September. No 
way could it continue. 

After Meopham School, another 
with a failed Ofsted, comes the 
Towers School in Ashford which has 
seen its intake fall by 51 children, the 
largest drop in Kent. This will be 
predominantly because of losses to 
the new Wye Free School, although 
all three Ashford non-selective 
schools have been hit. 

Along with Hextable and Chaucer, 
the other biggest loser in intake for 
September 2013, is Ebbsfleet 
Academy. 

The popularity of the third new 
free school, Trinity in Sevenoaks, 
explains the lowest intake at the 
nearby Knole Academy since it 
converted, with 41 vacancies. 

While there are problems, the 
majority of Kent’s secondary schools 
are sending out positive signals, such 
as this year’s secondary Ofsted 
outcomes with 10 out of 12 reports 
being ‘good’ or ‘outstanding’ so far. 

The school with the greatest 
increase in numbers in Kent, with a 
46 per cent rise in admissions in the 
past year, is St George’s CofE Compre¬ 
hensive in Gravesend, placed in 
special measures five years ago, but 
now fully recovered under new 
leadership and ‘good’ Ofsted, 
showing that schools can and are 
being turned round, with the right 
measures being taken. 

Next is the Community College, 
Whitstable, with its largest intake in 
five years, showing you do not need 
to be an academy to turn the corner.

A T THE heart of the battleground 
for one of the most contentious 
developments this century lays a 
place which has, through its unu¬ 
sual beauty, provided inspiration 
for generations. 

Charles Dickens is perhaps the most famous 
to fall under its spell; so enamoured was he with 
the swathes of marshland at the Thames 
Estuary it spurred him on to write his literary 
classic Great Expectations. 

Yet it’s not just Dickens who has felt the stir¬ 
rings of inspiration from the unique landscape.

Stretching along north Kent, from Seasalter 
to Gravesend, past the Hoo Peninsula in Med¬ 
way and the Isle of Sheppey in Swale, visitors 
are treated to atmospheric marshland and wet¬ 
lands teeming with rare species. 

Just along the coast, however, you’re met with 
industrial heartlands. 

It’s this uniqueness which attracts people and 
has perhaps played one of the biggest parts in the 
campaign against a Thames Estuary airport. 

Now, in a bid to see the estuary’s beauty 
inspire others, charity the RSPB is launching 
a competition for budding photographers to 
capture its fragile habitat on camera. 

“Rising sea levels, commercial shipping, in¬ 
tensive farming and heavy industry are just 
some of the daily threats faced by nature in the 
Greater Thames Marshes Nature Improvement 
Area,” said an RSPB spokesman. 

“Yet on the doorstep of one of the world’s fore¬ 
most waterways, lies over a thousand square 
kilometres of mudflats and marshland, home 
to some of Britain’s rarest species such as the 
water vole and the marsh harrier.” 

The competition has four categories and the 
winning images will be displayed in a travelling 
exhibition across the Thames. 

Stephanie Lawrence, the RSPB’s community 
engagement officer, said: “The Thames Estuary 
is truly unique; one minute you can be engulfed 
in an industrial heartland, the next, sitting in 
solace looking across vast expanses of wild 
marshland. 

“It’s an incredible place for people and wild¬ 
life, and we’d love to see how you interact with 
it. Grab a camera, go exploring and capture 
what this landscape means to you.” 

The competition is now open and closes on 
April 22. 

The RSPB is running the competition as part 
of the Greater Thames Marshes Nature Im¬ 
provement Area project which is led by the

Good for our health to stay in EU 


Green Party MEP for the south east, Keith Taylor, warns that growing pressure for the UK to opt out 
of the European Union would be an enormous blow both to the environment and our global stature 



K ENT is a beautiful part of 
the country. From the 
White Cliffs of Dover to the 
shingle beaches at Deal 
and the rolling hills of the 
Downs, the county is home to countless 
spots of natural beauty to enjoy. 

What many people don’t realise, 
and what many politicians don’t 
want you to know, is the crucial role 
of European Union laws in protecting 
our prized environment. 

Indeed, 80 per cent of all environ¬ 
mental legislation in the UK comes 
from the EU, and these laws play a 
huge part in ensuring our rivers are 
clean, our beaches are safe and our 
precious wildlife is protected. 

In many ways, the EU is best set to 
create environmental laws, as the 
protection of our environment simply 
can’t be left to individual countries 
acting alone. 

All countries in the EU share seas 
and breathe the same air, and shared 
issues should be a shared responsibility. 

Our rare birds don’t need a pass¬ 
port to travel, the sewage spilt on 
beaches of France won’t disappear 
when currents carry it to Kent and 


climate change simply cannot be 
tackled by any one country by itself. 

It’s not just in theory that the EU is 
the right body to create environmen¬ 
tal law - it’s been doing well in prac¬ 
tice too. 

Take, for example, the huge envi¬ 
ronmental and health issue of 
air pollution. In the UK, 

27,000 people die every 
year as a result of the 
noxious gases in 
our air; without EU 
legislation this 
number would be 
far higher. 

In the past few 
weeks, the EU has 
begun legal pro¬ 
ceedings against our 
own government for its 
failure to take air pollu¬ 
tion seriously, despite numer¬ 
ous opportunities to act. 

As well as ensuring our air is 
breathable, the EU has also brought in 
forward-thinking policies which pro¬ 
tect our precious seas and beaches. 

The EU Bathing Water Directive 
has paved the way for a big improve¬ 


e ol not; 



ment in the state of our beaches. 

These clean beaches are more like¬ 
ly to attract tourists, boost local econ¬ 
omies, and provide a haven for birds. 

On top of laws protecting our physi¬ 
cal environment, the EU has also 
produced legislation which, although 
not as strong as some of us might 
have liked, gives us a Conti¬ 
nent-wide approach to 
tackling the most 
pressing issue of 
modern times; cli¬ 
mate change. 

With at least 11 
per cent of global 
greenhouse gases 
coming from the 
EU, it is vital we 
work together to low¬ 
er our emissions to 
have a fighting chance of 
avoiding the catastrophe of 
climate change. 

The laws I’ve outlined above pro¬ 
vide just a snapshot of some of the 
environmental protection the EU has 
afforded to us all. 

Over the years, environmental 
legislation has often been opposed by 


the British government, and today 
Conservative and Ukip MEPs contin¬ 
ue to try and undermine climate 
change proposals. 

Thankfully, the EU is still offering 
protections and enforces measures 
which require us to clean up our act. 

For me, the choice we face over our 
place in Europe comes down to one 
big question: How do we, as Britain, 
see ourselves in the world? 

Do we want to be an isolated nation, 
cut off from our neighbours? Or do we 
want to work together with the coun¬ 
tries nearest us to find solutions to 
our shared challenges, like protect¬ 
ing our environment? 

The EU is far from perfect and much 
needs to be done to make it work better. 

But a UK exit could be disastrous, 
not least for the future of our 
environment. 

In the run-up to the European elec¬ 
tions, Greens will be campaigning for 
a more democratic, less corporate- 
driven EU that puts the protection of 
our environment at its core. 

If it’s going to meet the challenges 
of the future, the EU must be more 
than just a marketplace.

Federation 
chief warns 
of perils as 
police face 
onslaught 

Facing funding cuts and with ‘Plebgate’ 
leaving the police’s reputation in doubt, 
Kent Police Federation’s Ian Pointon 
talks to Joe Bill about constant media 
scrutiny and the drop in officer numbers 


W HEN it comes to po¬ 
litical footballs, 
crime and educa¬ 
tion are reigning 
champions in 
terms of being booted along the cor¬ 
ridors of power at Westminster. 

As a consequence, Home Secretary 
Theresa May and Education Secre¬ 
tary Michael Gove are perhaps sec¬ 
ond only to PM David Cameron in 
terms of profile, as they leap into the 
headlines on a near daily basis to 
demonstrate their ‘keepy-uppy’ skills. 

After all, any society worth its salt 
will have the future generation and 
the safety of its community at the top 
of its list of priorities. As a conse¬ 
quence, the political parties know 
they need to be seen to be firm in their 
actions.

desire to implement sometimes knee- 
jerk policy has on the morale and sta¬ 
bility of staff. 

Now our police force is feeling the 
impact of not so much a squeeze but a 
bear hug on spending, coupled with a 
slew of negative headlines which 
threatens to undermine the reputa¬ 
tion of an organisation which is nor¬ 
mally the envy of the world. 

For Ian Pointon, the current chair¬ 
man of the Kent Police Federation - 
the voice of the rank and file officer - 
it presents a whole host of challenges. 

“It’s definitely our turn,” he ex¬ 
plains, “teachers have been through 
it, other groups have, and now us.” 

But the federation is in a difficult 
position. Nicknamed the ‘toothless 
tiger’ it can growl but never bite due 
to legislation which prevents the po¬ 
lice from ever walking out as part of 
any industrial dispute. 

Yet just when the police could do 
with benefiting from public support 
as their numbers are slashed to bal¬ 
ance budgets, they face a public rela¬ 
tions crisis of their own. 

The ‘Plebgate’ affair (see box) has 
left a deep stain on the character of 
the police - and brought the Police 
Federation itself under the spotlight. 

As is so often the case, it is a few bad 
apples spoiling traditionally well-re¬ 
spected barrels. But it does, under¬ 
standably, undermine the image of 
the police force and its 
reputation. 

“Clearly, it’s been a tough time 
for the federation,” explains Mr

Pointon at his office in Maidstone. 

“But I think some of the criticism 
we have received has been hugely un¬ 
fair. The federation is there to support 
the member. 

“PC Keith Wallis [whose false wit¬ 
ness statement initially forced the 
resignation of chief whip Andrew 
Mitchell and who later was found 
guilty of misconduct in public office 
and jailed for 12 months] did the 
wrong thing and he is paying the 
price for that now. Why he did what 
he did, I have no idea. 

“But, ultimately, it is the role of the 
federation to support our members - 
often when they face people of 
huge influence and power - and 


we must continue to do that.” 

Following the ‘Plebgate’ scandal, 
the federation, which has 3,500 
members in Kent, commissioned an 
independent review into its workings, 
led by former Home Office permanent 
secretary Sir David Normington. 

Its findings were damning, calling 
for the federation to be reformed from 
‘top to bottom’. 

Mr Pointon is in complete agree¬ 
ment. 

“It’s a structure that has been 
around for 100 years and it is due a 
refresh,” he agrees. “But people 
shouldn’t be under any illusion. This 
independent review was instigated 
by us, reported to us, and we’ve hid¬ 


den nothing, it’s been warts and all.” 

The report made 36 recommenda¬ 
tions for change to the organisation 
including a completely new “per¬ 
formance and standards” agreement 
outlining what is expected from each 
federation member. 

The 48-year-old said: “We have 
shown our commitment to reform, 
and now the changes will come. 

“There were some difficult messag¬ 
es in the report and they are some¬ 
thing we have to embrace. We are up 
for the challenge of reform. 

“On the other side of this I think we 
will be a stronger organisation.” 
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‘Plebgate’ scandal explained 


Set up by the Government in 1919 
following a series of police strikes, the 
federation acts as a representative to 
all staff up to the rank of chief 
inspector. 

Mr Pointon has been Kent chair¬ 
man for 12 years. He acts as the head 
of the county’s members and regu¬ 
larly resolves disputes as well as 
working closely with the top tier of 
the force. 

An officer for almost 30 years him¬ 
self, Mr Pointon explained: “Some¬ 
times people ask me ‘what has the 
federation ever done for us?’. 

“But you look at the safety equip¬ 
ment officers now carry. When I 
joined you had a truncheon and that 
was it. You didn’t even get issued a 
pair of handcuffs. 

“The equipment officers get now 
hasn’t come through the benevolence 
of politicians and chief officers. It’s be¬ 
cause the federation pressured and 
pressured to protect its members 
properly.”

Mr Pointon, who is married and 
lives in the county town, firmly be¬ 
lieves the federation has played a key 
part in keeping the police force up to 
date and the envy of other 
nations. 

“As quick as you knock it, people 
come from abroad to copy it. 

“Others are envious of it, and that 
says something about policing in this 
country and people should remember 
that. 

“One of the best things about this 
country is that police officers remain 
unarmed, which I think is hugely 
important. 

“I’d hate to see every officer armed, 
it would frighten me. 

“Officers still get assaulted and 
tragically some still lose their lives, 


AS Conservative MP Andrew 
Mitchell (pictured left) tightened his 
bicycle helmet, collected his bike 
and went to leave through the 
police-patrolled gates of Downing 
Street on September 19, 2012, he 
can barely have imagined just how 
things would turn out. 

As he was ushered towards a 
side gate, it was claimed he called 
the police officer ‘a pleb’ in an irate 
rant over not being able to use the 
main gate. 

He denied using the word ‘pleb’ 

- meaning one of lower social class 

- but apologised for some of the 
language he used. 


but the fact we can still walk around 
in the 21st century in this country 
and are not routinely armed, I think 
is something to be proud of.” 

C heshire-born Mr Pointon 
moved to Kent and joined 
the police force in 1984, 
working in Tunbridge 
Wells and Paddock Wood 
before joining Kent’s all-action tacti¬ 
cal team to execute search warrants 
and make arrests. 

Having taken over the full time role 
of chairman of the federation in 
2002, Mr Pointon has been re-elected 
every three years. 

“It is a bit like a union, but we don’t 
defend the indefensible. Quite often 
it’s about having difficult conversa- 


But as pressure mounted, the 
national and Metropolitan police 
federations became embroiled in 
the row as they called on Mitchell to 
be sacked as chief whip. 

The situation was exacerbated 
when PC Keith Wallis wrote a letter 
claiming to have witnessed the 
incident and confirming the 
inflammatory use of the word ‘pleb’. 

Under mounting political and 
public pressure, PM David 
Cameron told Mr Mitchell he had to 
step down. His career was in ruins. 

However, PC Wallis was in fact 
off-duty and nowhere near 
Downing Street at the time, as was 


tions with officers and giving them a 
reality check. 

“It’s about being diplomatic to 
reach a resolution on something, 

“We have a different type of action 
and pressure. There are plenty of po¬ 
lice who would rather be out in the 
street dealing with a drunk than sit¬ 
ting in here telling an officer that 
their career is over. It is not a pleasant 
thing to do. 

“Or when you have to go in and tell 
a chief constable ‘I think you are 
wrong’. I don’t think there are too 
many people who would swap with 
me for that either.” 

While facing cutbacks, the Coali¬ 
tion appears keen on dismantling the 
concept that being in the police is a 
so-called ‘job for life’ although just 


confirmed by CCTV evidence. 

A meeting with police federation 
figures had also apparently seen 
Mr Mitchell refusing to explain what 
happened. 

However, Mr Mitchell had taped 
the meeting and when he released 
the tapes it became apparent he 
had given a full version of events, 
and apologised for his language - 
but strenuously denied the use of 
the word ‘pleb’. 

After a major investigation, PC 
Wallis was arrested and charged in 
November 2013. He was later jailed 
for 12 months for misconduct in 
public office.

last month plans to introduce com¬ 
pulsory redundancies were rejected 
by Home Secretary Theresa May fol¬ 
lowing a Police Arbitration Tribunal. 

Currently, police officers cannot be 
made redundant. They can enter into 
voluntary redundancy but cuts to of¬ 
ficer numbers are through natural 
wastage. 

“It’s a bit of mischief-making to try 
and support the notion of compulsory 
severance with the ‘job for life’ tag,” 
says Mr Pointon. 

“I was born in 1965 and lots of peo¬ 
ple had a job for life then. I am not so 
sure what’s so wrong with that. 

“It is always said as something par¬ 
ticularly negative now and actually 
police officers don’t have a job for life. 

“There are officers that get sacked 
for breaching the standards of profes¬ 
sional behaviour, we’ve had police of¬ 
ficers sent to prison. We’ve had them 
sacked because they can’t perform. 
So this notion that police officers 
can’t be sacked is nonsense.” 

The removal of officers from their 
positions is one of the ways, Mr Poin¬ 
ton believes, the federation actually 
saves taxpayers’ money. 

“I have had to tell people that they 
ought to resign because they are un¬ 
likely to survive an internal miscon¬ 
duct hearing. 

“We don’t want to waste time and 
money with lawyers getting involved. 
Mr Learmonth [former Kent Police 
chief constable] would always say 
that the federation sacked more peo¬ 
ple than he did. 

“We want to head things off before 
they go down the employment tribu¬ 
nal route.” 

When talking about modern day 
policing, the debate over continuing 


cuts to budgets is never too far away. 
And the chairman believes Kent’s po¬ 
lice chiefs have got some very difficult 
decisions to make in the coming 
months on how to spread their ever 
shrinking resources. 


“We know we have lost 500 officers 
and 700 police staff, with possibly an¬ 
other 150 officers to go at the next 
round of cuts,” he reflects. 

“So we know things are not going 
to get easier. But it’s about trying to 


maintain that first class service to the 
people of Kent. 

“The force is actively looking at 
how to reduce the demand on officers’ 
time - like not going out to every 
scene of crime.

“Of course there are some crimes 
we will always go out to. If you have 
your house burgled or you are the 
victim of domestic violence, we are 
not going to deal with that over the 
phone. 

“But some other crimes, well, don’t 
be surprised if your car gets stolen off 
your drive overnight and the police 
don’t turn up to look at an empty space. 

“They may take those details over 
the phone because the most impor¬ 
tant thing is getting the car circulat¬ 
ed nationally and reported as being 
stolen.” 

Focusing operations on specific ar¬ 
eas and problem offenders is another 
way, Mr Pointon says, the police are 
looking to bring down crime levels. 

“One of the best ways to reduce 
crime is to target persistent offenders. 
If you do that and disrupt their activi¬ 
ties and make their life hell, get the 
evidence, prosecute them and put 
them in jail, then they can’t commit 
crime.”

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But will a decrease in officers 
equate to an increase in crime? 

Mr Pointon is quick to point out 
that there are many other factors that 
affect crime rate including social and 
economic changes, but does accept 
that losing numbers will have an 
impact on the Kent force. 

He said: “Though reducing crime 
isn’t down solely to the number of po¬ 
lice officers, I can’t accept that the 
number of police officers doesn’t have 
an impact. 

“If it had no impact why would we 
bother having them?” 

Visible policing remains high on 
the agenda, thereby appeasing most 
communities’ common call for more 
‘bobbies on the beat’. 

However, Mr Pointon believes a 
balance needs to be struck. 

“I fully understand why the public 
loves it (visible policing),” he says, 
“I’ve been in places where you walk 
around and it is perhaps a busy time 
and people are drinking and you feel 
safer when police are around. 

“But the difficulty is that policing is 
now so much more than being visible 
- as important as that is. 

“This is not about opening a new 
box of police officers and saying ‘lets 
have a few more over here’. 

“It’s about how we cut an ever 
shrinking cake.” 

He added: “Because your police 
officers are walking the beat they are 
not going to stop the online paedo¬ 
phile that is targeting children, for 
example. 

“There has got to be a balance. To 
see more visible policing you will be 
taking them from somewhere else.” 

While the police’s reputation has

IAN Pointon was not overly enamoured with the 
idea of the Police and Crime Commissioner role 
when it was set up in November 2012, but he 
now believes that Ann Barnes has helped to 
forge a link between the police and Kent’s 
residents. 

He said: “It’s fair to say I’m a bit of a convert to 
the role of the PCC. 

“I was very sceptical before it came in, but I 
do think it has made the accountability of the 
force far more focused because now it is 
through one individual. 

“That role has also become more accessible 
to the public. Probably more people know who 
their PCC is as opposed to how many knew who 
the chair of the old Police Authority was. So the 
position is far more high profile. 

“I think it is less bureaucratic as well.” 

But the federation chairman believes the 
political nature of the commissioner role could 
become an issue when trying to maintain the 
“operational independence of policing”. 

“The trick is going to be separating the 
politics. I think that will always be something of 
a mb because PCCs get elected on a manifesto. 

“They want to see what they promised to the 
public being introduced in the force and, of 
course, there tends to be an overlap there with 
the operational independence of chief consta¬ 
bles. But hopefully they can work around that.” 

There was a possibility that officers could have 
been upset after Mrs Barnes pushed for an 
independent report into the accuracy of crime 
recording last year after HMIC found Kent Police 
was inaccurately recording one in every 10 
crimes. But Mr Pointon said the report has helped 
to kick-start a “culture change” in the force. 

He explained: “As the staff association, we 
very much identified the problem of officers 
being given numeric targets. Achieve so many

of this and so many of that. The force undertook 
to do a review and confirmed what we were 
being told anecdotally by officers. 

“I have to say that I didn’t think getting it right 
nine times out of 10 was a disaster. 

“But that’s now been improved on.” 

However, he does believe the new systems 
put in place to record crimes more accurately 
may make the crime rate rise - at least in the 
beginning. 

“Quite often, whether something is or isn’t a 
crime can be quite a subjective test. 

“One of the examples given was children 
playing football in the street and a wing mirror 
gets damaged on a car. I’ve got to say, if I was 
the officer attending, I wouldn’t record that as a 
crime. I would say it was accidental. 

“We’ve seen crime figures start to rise in Kent 
and we are predicting a rise by the end of the 
year. I do wonder how much of that will be down 
to the fact that we were inspected and now there 
is perhaps a propensity to over record.”

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remained steady over the years, 
controversies such as the handling of 
the Stephen Lawrence murder case 
and ‘Plebgate’ can deliver a strong 
dent. 

“What really grieves officers is if 
one of them does something wrong, it 
appears in all the papers and is blown 
out of all proportion - and that inci¬ 
dent seems to taint every officer,” says 
Mr Pointon. 

“Policing has taken a hammering 
over the last two or three years. There 
are not many days you can pick up a 
national newspaper and not find a 
bad news story involving the police. 

“And it can be very, very unfairly 
spun. 

“For example, when you read a 
headline and it talks about Tasers be¬ 
ing used in a ‘playground scuffle’ it’s 
easy to react in one way. 

“But when you then read the 
article and realise there are three 
strapping teenagers involved, there 
are knives, and one teacher has been 
hospitalised, well, that sounds a bit 
more than a scuffle to me.”

the damage this kind of media cover¬ 
age will do to the police force when 
trying to attract new recruits in the 
future. 

H e explained that when 
he joined the force, be¬ 
coming a policeman 
was a sought-after, re¬ 
spected profession. But 
he wonders if that perception is al¬ 
ready starting to change. 

“This doesn’t mean that we 
shouldn’t be open to criticism,” he 
says, “but I fear now that the 
constant denigration of policing will 
have an impact on people wanting to 
join up in the future. 

“I’m not saying it is going to have 
an immediate effect but we need to 
look at the effect this is going to have 
on the potential attractiveness of the 
job. 

“I didn’t join the police for the pay 
and the pension. It was something I 
wanted to do. 

“When everybody is running away 
from danger, police officers head to¬ 
wards it and society will always need 
that. 

“We need to make sure that in 10 to 
15 years time we can still attract the 
right people in sufficient numbers to 
fill the vacancies. 

“Because if we get the wrong 
people, because we are scraping the 
bottom of the barrel for recruits, then 
everybody is going to suffer as a con¬ 
sequence.”

ALAN Pughsley took up the role of 
Kent Police’s chief constable in 
January this year, taking over from 
Ian Learmonth. Having already 
served as a deputy and an 
assistant chief constable in Kent for 
the past five years, Mr Pughsley’s 
appointment was heavily backed 
by Mr Pointon. 

‘ 'I know him very well and 
worked with him in the past five 
years. He is definitely the right 
man for the job. 

“He started a lot of the culture 
change and the way we do things 
in Kent. Leaving behind those 
numeric targets and actually 
focusing on a quality of service to 
the people of Kent. And that has 
got to be far better. 

“The job isn’t about ‘how high 
can you stack them? ’. It’s about the 
quality of the work that you do for 
individual victims of crime. He has 
really bought into it and seen the 
benefits of that, and he is certainly 
the person to carry that work 
forward.” 

The chairman of the local 
federation also believes the 
appointment will help officers 
focus on their work, because they 
will avoid the ‘butterfly effect’ of a 
chief constable coming into the 
force, changing things and then 
moving on. 

Mr Pointon added: “We were 
pleased when he got the job 
because it gave us some 
continuity.

living and working in the county.

O F ALL the prestigious positions in the county, the one 
which leaves many scratching their heads in confusion is 
that of the Lord Lieutenant. So just what exactly is it, and 
what do they do? 

Once in entire control of the county’s militia, the role 
of the Lord Lieutenant has come a long way since its creation during 
the reign of Henry VIII, some 500 years ago. 

Appointed, firstly, to take over military duties from the sheriff, by 
1662 this responsibility had grown and Lord Lieu¬ 
tenants had the control of their own county’s 
forces in their hands. 


Lasting for more than 200 years, it was only 
with the passing of the Forces Act of 1871 that 
control was handed back to the Crown. 

The role now is arguably a ceremonial one - 
and one which remains relatively unknown by 
the masses, despite its key function in history. 

Instead, today, they are the Queen’s representa¬ 
tives; so for Kent, the current Lord Lieutenant 
Viscount De LTsle will be on hand during Royal 
visits, for example. 

But there is more to the role than that, says Dav¬ 
id McDine, a retired Deputy Lieutenant of Kent. 

“The lieutenancy is no longer responsible for 
the defence of the county, but the position has 
evolved,” he said. “These days it’s all about en¬ 
couraging volunteering in the community, 
keeping alive the spirit of Kent. 

“There is a mantra of the lieutenancy which is, 
‘the aim is to provide a focus for county identity, 
unity and pride, give a sense of stability, recog¬ 
nise achievements, success and excellence, and 
promote service to others’.” 

Mr McDine has spent years penning a book 
delving into the history of the lieutenancy in 
Kent. It is the first ever in-depth look at the lieu¬ 
tenancy, spanning from Tudor times to the 
present day, and includes hundreds of images. 

Called Unconquered: The Story of Kent and its 
Lieutenancy, it is being launched on April 8 and 
published by The Allan Willett Foundation, a 
trust set up by former Lord Lieutenant Allan 
Willett, with the aim of donating money to good 
causes overseas and for opportunities for people 
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Tragedy on our beach kept quiet 
ahead of daring D-Day invasion

A LL over the south of England in the 
first half of 1944, there was a great 
deal of military activity and troop 
training taking place. 

It was all building towards D- 
Day and the start of the Allied invasion of Eu¬ 
rope, codenamed Operation Overlord, which 
began with the Normandy landings of June 6. 

One of the main fears in the minds of the Op¬ 
eration Overlord planners, was the threat posed 
by German heavy armour and in particular, the 
much-feared Tiger II tank, with its deadly 
88mm turret-mounted gun. 

To help counter this, selected Allied infantry 
units were trained in the use of a light bomb 
called the Hawkin’s Anti-Tank Mine (HATM). 

This device, which could be used separately 
or its impact enhanced by linking a number to¬ 
gether, contained 0.45kg of the high explosive, 
ammonal, that was detonated by the weight of a 
vehicle rupturing an acid fuse, which then set 
off the main charge. 

‘Daisy chains’ of multiple HATMs could be 
used, both to destroy tank tracks and to cause 
shrapnel injuries amongst the infantry which 
was shielded behind the armoured vehicles. 

Much the same tactic is employed today 
against Nato personnel by Taliban insurgents 
in Afghanistan. 

Among the areas where the training took 
place were the beaches of Dymchurch. 

On Monday, May 29, 1944, Lieutenant Guy 
Wilson led his platoon of 28 men out onto 
Dymchurch beach for live ordnance training on 
the HATM device. 

Given the relatively volatile nature of these 
bombs, great care had to be exercised when 
setting them, particularly as there was the 
chance of sympathetic detonation triggering 
nearby devices. 

Exactly what went wrong during Lt Wilson’s 


demonstration is not fully known, but the effect 
of a single explosion appears to have initiated a 
‘daisy chain’ detonation of all the other HATMs, 
including those in a nearby transport container. 

The result was horrific. 

Within a radius of about 100 metres shrapnel, 
shingle and other debris scythed through the as¬ 
sembled platoon, killing or fatally injuring Lt 
Wilson and 21 of his men and wounding another 
15 Army personnel. 

Lt Wilson and about half of the dead were 
buried, with full military honours, at Shorn- 
cliffe Garrison Cemetery; the remainder being 
accorded the same burial honours at their home 
parish churches. 

At the inquest, the coroner, Major C F Crabbe, 
simply recorded 22 verdicts of accidental death. 

A military inquiry was held soon afterwards, 
which proved somewhat inconclusive and which 
was, in any case, officially hushed up. 

Bad news was felt to be not good for D-Day 
morale. 

It was far from the only set-back experienced 
in the build up to the Allied assault on the Ger¬ 
man grip on Europe. Exactly one month before 
the Dymchurch accident, a much larger tragedy 
occurred at Slapton Sands, Devon. 

Some 638 Americans were killed during a 
night exercise at sea, which went disastrously 
wrong, when German E-boats attacked the 
American landing craft and other ships. 

This incident too, was quietly forgotten about 
until after the war ended, although there is now 
a suitable memorial for those gallant young men 
who died that night. 

There is no such memorial to Lt Wilson and 
the 21 men of the 4th Battalion, Somerset Light 
Infantry, who lost their lives on Dymchurch 
beach, just one week before D-Day. 

For our tomorrow, they gave their today. Lest 
we forget. 


Three await sentencing after 
cannabis factory uncovered 


THREE men have admitted drugs charges fol¬ 
lowing the discovery of a cannabis factory in 
Sevenoaks. 

Police uncovered 45 plants and substantial 
quantities of cash in a garage of a property in 
Old London Road, Badgers Mount, on November 
17, 2012, after they were called to reports of a 
seriously ill woman who had taken cocaine. 

The woman, Stacey McGuire, 37, was taken 
to hospital but died of multiple organ failure as a 
result of cocaine intoxication. 

Her partner Stevie Murphy, 34, who lived at 
the property, was arrested after police found the 
cannabis plants and cash. 

Checks of his bank and credit card accounts 
showed receipts of more than £126,000 during 
2012, which he was unable to attribute to a le¬ 
gitimate source of income. 

Gareth Morgan, 34, of Broadwater Gardens, 
Orpington, a cousin of Murphy, was also ar¬ 
rested and claimed sole responsibility for grow¬ 


ing the plants. 

He claimed Murphy was unaware of the can¬ 
nabis factory and had simply given him permis¬ 
sion to store clothes and other items there. 

But Murphy’s fingerprints were detected on a 
book in his house entitled The Cannabis Grow 
Bible - The Definitive Guide to Growing Mari¬ 
juana. 

Forensic tests on a cash-filled envelope then 
identified a further suspect, David Williams, 44, 
of Chevening Road, Sundridge. 

A search of his home led to the discovery of 
cocaine with an estimated value of between 
£4,000 and £8,300, and two cannabis plants. 

They will be sentenced at Maidstone Crown 
Court on April 7. 

Detective Constable Alastair Morgan said: 
“Whilst none of these men have been directly 
implicated in the death of Stacey McGuire this 
investigation is a tragic reminder of the poten¬ 
tially lethal consequences of using cocaine.”

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Not all laughs for seaside town and 
its relationship with Carry On star 


Chris Murphy takes a look at the career of screen 
star Charles Hawtrey following the anniversary 
of the actor’s death 25 years ago, and recalls his 
own brush with the troubled comedy legend 


L AST October marked the 25th anni¬ 
versary of the death of one George 
Frederick Joffre Hartree - an event 
which passed with little fanfare or acts 
of remembrance. 

Yet under his stage name of Charles Hawtrey, 
he became one of the nation’s best-loved members 
of the Carry On team, the bespectacled, rake-thin, 
foppish character with the funny voice. 

And for the last 20 years of his life he made his 
home in Kent, striking a somewhat eccentric 
figure in the sedate seaside town of Deal, given 
his penchant for alcohol, young men and ex¬ 
travagant clothing. 

Yet despite his fame, his relationship with the 
town and its residents was strained at the best of 
times. 

He moved to Deal in 1968, just four years 
before filming what was both his last Carry On 
- Carry On Abroad - and last ever movie. 

His alcoholism was becoming a major problem 
for directors, and his attitude led to him being 
dropped from the regular cast after he failed to 
show up for a TV special, called Carry On Christ¬ 
mas, in a row over his billing. 

He had the reputation of being an abusive 
loner when not in front of the camera, and be¬ 
came difficult to work with. 

Actress Barbara Windsor told one author that 
Hawtrey felt the Carry On films were beneath 
him, although he constantly battled for more 
recognition and bigger parts. 

Without the Carry On series, he quickly fell 
from public view taking to the panto stage and 
summer specials, where he lived off the wimpy 
character he had honed on the big screen. 

His television, music and theatre appearanc¬ 
es kept him busy until the late 1980s. 

Forced to keep his homosexuality under 
wraps for much of his life, his increasingly ec¬ 
centric and hostile attitude meant he made few, 
if any, proper friends. 

A love of drink and a willingness to become 
ever more promiscuous, as attitudes in the 
country changed toward homosexuality, saw 
him flaunt his sexuality on Deal seafront. 

He moved to 117 Middle Street in the late 
1960s and some of his more raunchy escapades 
became public. 

Among the more sedate tales from the time, 
fellow Carry On star Kenneth Williams spoke 
about Hawtrey’s unusual and exceptionally 
large collection of brass bedsteads in his home. 
They were apparently part of his ‘pension’ and 
would be sold off one day to make a fortune. 

Williams also told a story of Hawtrey’s mother 
who suffered from dementia, but loved to smoke. 
During a house visit, her ash fell into her handbag 
setting it alight as the men chatted. 

Calmly, Hawtrey simply poured a cup of tea 
on the small fire, clasped the bag closed and car¬ 
ried on talking. 

His mother died in 1965 leaving him devas¬ 
tated. He sometimes continued to ‘talk’ to her 
while in his dressing room. 

In August 1984, his house in Deal caught fire. 
It emerged he had been in bed with a teenage boy. 
Conflicting reports say a stray cigarette started 
the blaze, others that the lad in his bed was upset 
at not being rewarded for his services and started 
it deliberately. 


Hawtrey was quoted as saying at the time: “It 
must have just got too heated in the bedroom.” 

He had to be rescued and carried down a lad¬ 
der by a fireman. 

His eventual death in 1988 was just as tragic 
as his later life. 

Outside a local pub, he took a nasty fall that 
broke his leg and required him to go to hospital. 

There it was found he had peripheral vascular 
disease that was brought on by a lifetime of 
heavy smoking. It had wrecked his arteries and 
Hawtrey was advised to have the leg removed to 
prolong his life. 

Stubborn as ever, he refused saying he want¬ 
ed to die with both boots on. 

He died a month later. He was 73. 

Local stories at the time said he hurled a vase 
at a nurse who had the temerity to ask for an au¬ 
tograph. It’s said that was the last thing he did. 

A cremation service was followed by his ashes 
being scattered in Mortlake Crematorium, Lon¬ 
don. Despite his fame, just nine mourners at¬ 
tended. 

A plaque now hangs on the front of his former 
18th century home. A fine sentiment, but not 
quite the way locals remember him. 

As a young reporter in the late 1980s, I was 
sent to have a chat with Mr Hawtrey who told 
me to wait in the local pub for him. Over the 
next few hours he constantly phoned the pub - 
there were no mobiles then - and demanded to 
know what we would talk about in micro detail. 

His phone calls became ever-more rambling 
and incoherent. Finally, he screamed a seem¬ 
ingly endless tirade of abuse down the phone 
and hung up. He never called back or answered 
his door. He was dead a few months later. 

F ormer Radio 1 presenter Wes Butters is a 
Carry On expert, and wrote a Hawtrey 
book called Whatshisname, and also or¬ 
ganised the plaque on the Deal house. 

He confirmed locals “hated him” for his attitude 
of never signing autographs that was often ac¬ 
companied with expletives. Hawtrey loved to call 
the locals “peasants”. Taxi drivers were equally 
fed up with him regularly not paying for rides. 

Mr Butters said: “We know many of the greats 
like Peter Sellers, Frankie Howerd, Kenneth Wil¬ 
liams and Spike Milligan endured so many low 
points but Charles Hawtrey came out as the most 
tragic of all of them, because he never really had 
any proper career highs. 

“I tend to consider him to be like a Sherpa, who 
helped the rest of the Carry On team to scale the 
mountain, and yet he merely goes along for the 
trip but never gets any deserved credit. 

“By the end of it all, he ended up a bitter drunk 
who had exhausted his tally of proper friends 
with his shenanigans and become reclusive and 
tormented. It’s a terribly tragic story. 

“He had always yearned to be the leading 
man. After all, Hawtrey had worked with direc¬ 
tors like Michael Powell and Alfred Hitchcock 
and he wanted the respect they were getting. 

“He couldn’t recognise that he didn’t have 
that potential because of the way he looked and 
sounded. But it blinded him to what he had 
achieved and turned him into a drunken, bitter 
bore, which is so sad considering he was so 
adorable and childlike on screen.”

Oscar-winner Meryl is latest star 
to film at our historic dockyard

A CADEMY Award-winner 
Meryl Streep is the latest 
Hollywood star to shoot 
scenes for her upcoming 
movie in Medway. 

The 64-year-old actress was at the 
Historic Dockyard, Chatham, record¬ 
ing scenes for Suffragette, a film set at 
the turn of the 20th century charting 
the early activists who fought for a 
woman’s right to vote. 

Ms Streep plays iconic Emmeline 
Pankhurst, possibly the best-known of 
all the women’s rights campaigners. 

However, the role is a supporting 
one to that of English actress Carey 
Mulligan, star of The Great Gatsby and 
Oscar-nominated for An Education, 
who plays main the character Maud. 

Directed by Sarah Gavron and due 
for release later this year, Suffragette 
follows their battles against the state. 

The film was written by Abi Mor¬ 
gan, who also wrote the script for 
201 l’s The Iron Lady for which Ms 
Streep won an Oscar for Best Actress. 


It is understood the dockyard will 
be the backdrop to a key rally scene in 
which Pankhurst makes her historic 
speech. 

The site is no stranger to playing a 
key role in TV and film productions, 
having already hosted a number of 
stars and major productions in recent 
years (see box). 

Dockyard enthusiast Graham Long 
was able to see the set before the stars 
arrived. 

He said: “As far as I know they were 
there filming for two days. It’s quite 
exciting knowing our local heritage is 
hosting these blockbuster movies and 
that big name celebrities are in town. 

“The set looked very authentic and 
in keeping with the existing build¬ 
ings - even though a lot of it was fibre- 
glass imitation. 

“I spotted one quirky bit too. One 
of the food wagons used had spelt 
‘saveloy’ wrong. 

“That’ll get movie buffs flustered.” 

Suffragette also features Helena Bon- 
ham-Carter, Shameless star Anne- 
Marie Duff, Romola Garai and Gangs 
of New York star Brendan Gleeson. 

Filming also took place in London. 


70 YEARS OF MOVIE MAGIC CREATED IN MEDWAY 




CHATHAM’S Historic Dockyard 
has become the go-to place for 
movie makers looking for a back 
drop to their period filming. 

The growing reputation of the 
atmospheric 19 th century 
buildings and cobbled streets 
has seen several Hollywood 
blockbusters pick Medway as 
their location of choice. 

Movies, TV shows and 
documentaries have all 
made extensive use of the 
former naval base - with 
Suffragette starring Meryl 
Streep the latest to be 
shot there. 

In 2012, the dock¬ 
yard was used as the 
scenery in Les 
Miserables, where it 
was transformed 
into a French town. 

Its ropery 
doubled as the 


police station where Insp Etienne 
Javet, played by Russell Crowe, is 
based, while the Tarred Yard Store 
was also used as the setting for a 
fight scene between Crowe and 
Hugh Jackman’s character, Jean 
Yaljean. 

Back in 2011, Robert 
Downey Jnr, pictured, and 
Jude Law used the former 
home of the Royal Navy in 
, both their big screen 
Sherlock Holmes 
outings. 

And while 2013’s 
Muppets Movie also 
shot scenes at the 
1 Chatham facility 
continuing this 
modern trend, the 
association with 
I both the big and 
’i small screen actually 
b stretches back more 
! than 70 years. 


The first reported use of the site 
was for the 1931 film Dracula, 
starring Bela Lugosi, although the 
exact usage has not been 
documented. 

In 1963, comedy classic Carry 
On Jack, starring Kenneth 
Williams, used the site while the 
dockyard’s church also doubled 
for the 18th century Houses of 
Parliament in the 2007 film 
Amazing Grace. 

The waterfront was even the 
setting for a speedboat chase in 
the James Bond film The World is 
Not Enough in 1999. 

On the small screen, the last 
series of BBC’s Call The Midwife 
- set in the 1950s - made exten¬ 
sive use of its locations. 

The Historic Dockyard has been 
hailed by film companies both for 
its open spaces and the ability to 
close the site off from star-spotting 
fans.

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Star Count 2014 needs your help as it looks to find the county’s worst places for viewing the night 
skies in a bid to gather information to help battle light pollution, Chris Murphy finds out more... 


B EING able to look up at 
night to watch the stars 
track their way across a 
clear dark sky remains a 
thing of real wonder. 

But over recent years there has been 
increasing concern over the amount 
of light leaking from our built-up 
areas and into the skies above us. 

More often than not, as a conse¬ 
quence of blazing street lamps and 
housing estates, the orange glow ob¬ 
scures our sight of the heavens above. 

Now, a new campaign has been 
launched amid findings which sug¬ 
gest Kent and the south east are expe¬ 
riencing more light pollution than 
ever before. 

Spearheaded by the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, the local 
branch of which is Protect Kent, and 
the British Astronomical Associa¬ 
tion, the Campaign for Dark Skies 
runs in partnership with National 
Astronomy Week. 

It is calling on people to take part in 
Star Count 2014 - a survey to identify 
just where the worst hit places in the 
region are. 

It is asking stargazers simply to 
count the number of stars they can 
see with the naked eye in the constel¬ 
lation of Orion any night between 
Wednesday, February 26, to Satur¬ 
day, March 8. 

Hilary Newport, director of Protect 
Kent, said: “The view of the night sky 
is something that links us with our 
really distant ancestors. 

“It is such a treasured thing to lose. 
“Light pollution is wasteful and 
usually unnecessary. It wastes a lot of 
energy and is so easy to put right. 

“We have looked at light pollution 
over Kent in past decades and it is 
really noticeable with all the new de¬ 
velopments how it has changed so 
dramatically.” 

Stargazers are convinced any crack 
down would make a significant 
difference. 

Paul Andrew is the president of the 
South East Kent Astronomical Socie¬ 
ty. He lives in St Margaret’s Bay, 
which once saw its skies badly affect¬ 
ed by the Port of Dover next door. 

He told us: “Any reduction in light 
pollution will be excellent news for 
anyone interested in the night skies. 

“Light pollution is our bane really 
and it has over the years got worse 
and worse in the south east. 

“It now interferes with a lot of peo¬ 
ple observing the skies. Dover docks 
have always been a real nightmare 
for us but they recently changed their 
lighting and it has made a big im¬ 
provement.” 

Mr Andrew said those with flood¬ 
lights on homes, those in charge of 
factories and councils looking after 
street lighting can all do their bit to 
reduce the glare, which is often sim¬ 
ply wasted by poor beam direction. 

He said: “Dover now has down¬ 
ward facing lights and the amount of 
sky glow has been reduced 
significantly. 

“They have electricity bills to pay 
and what is the point of lighting the 
sky above the port? 

“It is claimed you can cut your 
power bill by up to a third just by aim¬ 
ing the lights properly and perhaps 
change over to energy saving bulbs. 
“It is such common sense. 

“There are some really bad facto-

ries across Kent and it would make so 
much financial sense for the bosses 
there to cut their light pollution and 
consequently their energy costs. 

“Some of them have huge flood¬ 
lights and they are awful. Some can 
be so bright you can even see their 
glow on the horizon. Street lights can 
make a big difference as well.” 

He said they are aware of the cost 
impact of replacing lights, but he add¬ 
ed: “I would sympathise with those 
that have to pay for new lighting, 
but I would urge everyone responsi¬ 
ble to be sensible about what 
they replace their equipment with. 


“Do consider light pollution and 
understand better aimed light will be 
cheaper to run due to less waste.” 

Adds Protect Kent’s Hilary New¬ 
port: “It is clear how much of the night 
sky has been gradually eroded over 
Kent. 

“Creeping development and some 
businesses with industrial strength 
security lighting have played their 
part in this.” 

Kent County Council recently an¬ 
nounced it was planning to roll out a 
programme of switching off large ar¬ 
eas of street lighting during part of 
the night to save money. 


Dr Newport said: “We are absolute¬ 
ly supportive of initiatives like switch¬ 
ing off street lighting between mid¬ 
night and 5am.” 

She would also like to see some sort 
of clampdown on over-lit factories, 
“because all they do is cause glare”. 

Ian Hargraves, of the Mid-Kent As¬ 
tronomical Society, said dark-night 
areas are now few and far between. 

He said: “Certainly in the Medway 
towns light pollution is really bad and 
pretty much blocks out the entire 
night sky. And that is gradually pro¬ 
gressing outwards from the centre, 
and it is very difficult to find a good 
dark-night spot in that area. 

“There are pockets like Romney 
Marsh, but they are very few and far 
apart. The large towns like Medway, 
Maidstone and Dartford are all help¬ 
ing to blot out the night sky, along 
with over-lit main roads. 

“You can see the large orange mush¬ 
room domes of light from the towns 
from almost anywhere in Kent.” 

A nd the new light-emitting 
diode bulbs that are being 
used are creating their 
own problems. 

Mr Hargraves said: “Some of the 
more directional lights are using LED 
bulbs which are replacing the low 
pressure sodium lighting found in 
many street lamps. 

“The LED’s white light gives us ma¬ 
jor problems because it uses up the 
whole of the light spectrum. 

“With the orange sodium bulbs, we 
can use special filters on telescopes to 
cut out the very specific wavelength 
these bulbs create. 

“That means you can still see a fair¬ 
ly good wide spectrum of light from 
many of the distant objects in the uni¬ 
verse which emit quite a lot of their 
light in the red area of the spectrum, 
which is right next to orange, which 
is where the sodium streetlights are. 

“But the white light from LEDs has 
a flat spectrum right across the whole 
wavelength, which can’t be blocked 
out using filters because you would be 
blocking out the starlight as well.” 

The CPRE said it needs skies clear of 
ambient light to boost participation 
in its Star Count 2014 census, which 
helps it identify the worst places for 
light pollution. 

It said dark, star-filled skies are an 
essential part of the character of rural 
England, but last year 56 per cent of 
people who did the survey in the 
south east were able to spot fewer 
than 10 stars, indicating severe light 
pollution in the region. 

Emma Marrington, CPRE dark 
skies campaigner, added: “The Star 
Count survey can help us build a pic¬ 
ture of how light pollution is affecting 
views of the night sky in the south 
east of England. 

“We’ll use the results local people 
submit to persuade ministers and 
councils to reduce light pollution.” 

Robert Massey, from National As¬ 
tronomy Week, added: “Too often our 
view of the night sky is compromised 
by the scourge of light pollution, so 
we’re delighted to be supporting the 
CPRE Star Count and its campaign to 
tackle wasted light.”

ICHAEL 
Wheatley-Ward 
had spent 19 
years at the 
theatre he loved 
before leaving 
in what are best described as 
difficult circumstances. 

However, he and a group of 
friends have flourished in creating 
a truly independent theatre 
company from scratch. 

The Sarah Thorne Theatre 
Company, which he founded, is 
gearing up for its eighth season in 
Broadstairs and keeping its head 
above water while some larger 
venues are struggling in the 
notoriously challenging theatre 
environment. 

It all started in 2007 when he 
and others were made redundant 
from Theatre Royal Margate, 
where he was general manager. 

The theatre was bought by 
Thanet District Council and leased 
back to Margate Theatre Royal 
Trust after closing for five months; 
it reopened with new staff. 

There was no time for self-pity as 


Wheatley-Ward started on his new 
venture within a matter of weeks. 

First came the venue, the 
Memorial Theatre, tucked away in 
a residential street not far from the 
centre of Broadstairs. 

“I thought I’m in my mid-50s, 
I’m still a producer and I’m not 
going to give up,” he said. “I looked 
at various places and someone

suggested here. 

“I asked why it wasn’t used and 
they said it was used until the Arts 
Council started funding it and 
audiences dropped because of the 
programming. That was a red rag 
to a bull. 

“Once we finished at the Theatre 
Royal I thought I’m not sitting 


around twiddling my thumbs. I 
wanted to stay local and figured 
out how I could do it. It was within 
two weeks.” 

Having been in the business all 
his life, it was a smooth transition 
from managing a theatre to 
starting up his own from nothing. 
And of course he had all the right 
contacts to make it a success. 

“I had some mates who had 
some shows at the Theatre Royal 
but weren’t going back and asked if 
they could put them on here,” he 
said. “We’ve largely been together 
ever since. 

“It has grown like Topsy. The 
first season went very well and 
then a summer season. Three 
years ago I brought in traditional 
pantomime. We’re now 52 weeks a 
year. 

“We got a lot of press from 
leaving the Theatre Royal and 
they all came here. We had an 
instant audience.” 

Wheatley-Ward also had to 
think of a name to give his new 
enterprise and it came with 
inspiration from his old workplace. 


Sarah Thorne was an actress 
and theatre manager in the 
Victorian era and managed the 
Theatre Royal from 1867 on 
several occasions. She played a 
leading role in theatre around the 
area, opening an acting school. 

She died in Chatham on February 
27,1899, aged 63. 

Despite that link with the 
Theatre Royal, Wheatley-Ward 
was keen to go down a different 
path rather than attempt to 
challenge his old employers. 

“We made a policy not to conflict 
with the Theatre Royal. We 
decided we would just keep it to a 
Broadstairs audience,” he said. 

“The success story is because of 
the free parking in the area and 
railway station. We keep the prices 
low in the bar and we’ve been able 
to keep it as a good business. 

“The theatre is not subsidised, 
although we do have grants for 
one-off events. We’re not affected 
by the cuts at all - we’re making a 
small profit and growing all the time.”

The freedom to programme what you 
want is not to be underestimated, 
says Wheatley-Ward. “The trick 
today is not to be in the hands of the 
Arts Council and their funding. That 
is fatal. They dictate what you’re 
going to put on,” he said. 

“A theatre that doesn’t bother with 
the locals is finished. A lot of these 
arty people think bringing shows 
down from London will work, but it 
will kill it stone-dead. 

“I think we’re doing it the correct 
way and I do listen to my partners. If 
shows don’t work, we don’t bring 
them back.” 

There has been a change in the 
way that shows get from the ideas 
pages of producers to the stage, 
though, and it could end up with 
links being created with theatres 
around the country. 

“If we were to start doing our own 
shows more than we do now, we 
would have to find the capital for it,” 
he said. “The number of commercial 
producers has dropped off 50 per 
cent. 

“They were reliant on people 
paying them to put shows on and 
they’re not doing it now. 

“We may have to do more in-house 
productions because the touring 
theatre companies aren’t there any 
more. We may have to link up with 
other theatres and do our own 
touring productions.” 

Having such a versatile venue 
means that Wheatley-Ward can 
cater for a wide range of tastes. 

“The thing I discovered was that 
I’d only been used to ordinary 
auditoriums. The beauty of this place

is you’ve got a flat floor like a village 
hall - you can have table seating or 
standard seating,” he said. 

“I can put on folk dances and a 
myriad of entertainment other than 
standard theatre. Outside London 
and other big cities, you cannot keep 
going at these bigger auditoriums 
without subsidy.” 

The 64-year-old started out in the 
industry after a fellow pupil paid him 
a compliment during a production. 

“I used to do stage lighting at 
school and I had puppet theatres,” he 
said. “One of the lads at school asked 
me a technical question and I 
answered it and he said ‘You’re very 
good at this sort of thing - you 
should do it for a living’. I thought 


what a good idea.” 

He has always been more at home 
behind the scenes rather than 
treading the boards and was 
encouraged by his parents into the 
profession. 

“I only ever acted in front of the 
bank manager when I needed 
money,” he said. “Some people think 
I’m an actor, but I’m not. I did enjoy 
working the queues, though. 

“My father and mother both liked 
the theatre and I found out later that 
my grandfather built cinemas in 
Birmingham. 

“My father was very well educated 
and self-taught. He was a scientist in 
reserve occupation in the war. He 
didn’t stop me doing what I wanted.”

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From the marines to ballet in one step 


He hated dance at school and looked 
set for a life in the army but Matthew 
Rees now stars on the stage in ballet. 
He talks to Greg Miles about his story. 



F ORMER Hythe schoolboy 
Matthew Rees has proven 
that anything is possible after 
going from potential Royal 
Marine to starring in ballet. 

The 2 3-year-old who was a pupil 
at Brockhill Park School went as far 
as having interviews to join the 
military elite. 

However, a chance audition to 
pass the time while he waited 
brought about a new career. 

Five years down the line he is a 
regular fixture in the touring 
BalletBoyz productions headed by 
former Royal Ballet stars Michael 
Nunn and Billy Trevitt. 

This week he will be appearing 
with the group at The Orchard 
Theatre in Dartford. 

The show features dance pieces by 
internationally-celebrated 
choreographers Russell Maliphant 
and Liam Scarlett. 

It is quite the reversal of fortunes 
for Rees, who as a young teenager 
hated compulsory dance lessons at 
school and later did not go to a 
drama school or university after 
passing auditions for BalletBoyz. 


“I’m not the usual story,” he said. 

“From year 7 onwards it was 
compulsory. For the first two or three 
years I hated it. I was at the back of 
the class and would get sent out all 
the time for being naughty. 

“I did get into it, though, in year 
11 through doing the cool stuff like 
backflips. I was really into my music 
and learnt to play the saxophone.” 

But his interest in performance 
took a back seat as he prepared to 
join the army. 

“When I got to year 131 was 
interested in the army and marines,” 
he said. “That’s where I was heading. 

“I was always fascinated by it and 
knew someone in the marines. I like 
the idea of that lifestyle, I don’t know 
why when I think of it now. 

“I went for a few meetings and was 
applying. I was getting fit for all the 
tests and then this came along.” 

The change in direction came 
about when he entered Youth Dance 
England with friends at the 
Southbank Centre in London. That 
was where his heroes Nunn and 
Trevitt were watching. 

“We went up to them and gave 


them our phone numbers and they 
said they would call us,” said Rees, 
who was 17 at the time. “We thought 
that would be the end of it. 

“Before we had even got back to 
the train station they had called us 
about when we were free to come to 
the studio. 

“I didn’t think anything along 
these lines would happen.” 


Rees then passed an audition to 
join the BalletBoyz and has not 
looked back since. 

Fortunately, Nunn and Trevitt 
were more interested in what he was 
able to do rather than what he said 
he could do on paper. 

“They don’t look for people that 
have gone to schools or got bits of 
paper,” said Rees. “They look for 


what you can do. I know a lot of 
other companies where if your CV 
doesn’t jump out at them they won’t 
give you a second look.”

Incentive should be

And if it did, Mr Cameron’s claim 
that “money is no object” has been 
positively unhelpful to the unfortunate

Council tax cuts 
for flood victims 

THIS winter has been bad for the UK,

Furthermore, many flood victims 
remain unaware they are entitled to 
apply for a discretionary reduction 
on their council tax bills. 

Applications for a discretionary 
reduction must be made in writing to 
the local authority by the council tax 
payer for the property affected by 
flooding or storm damage. 

A reduction is not automatic, but is 
at the discretion of the authority. 

However, the law expects all 
applications to be considered fairly 
and determined within eight weeks. 

There is a right of appeal if a 
reduction is unreasonably refused.

F ORMER model Lucie 
Brassington has proved 
she’s far more than just a 
pretty face after her 
lingerie business secured 
a deal with one of the biggest retail 
names.

STUDENTS from the Faversham, 
Canterbury and Whitstable areas 
are being invited to apply for a 
three-year grant to support their 
university education. 

Funded by London Array the 
£3,000 a year bursary is open to 
people wanting to study subjects 
linked to science, engineering or 
sustainable development and who 
attend school or live within 15 
miles of the parish of Graveney 
with Goodnestone.

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aperworK spring clean 
heins business in

IDEALLY you will have kept on top of all day-to- 
day paperwork alongside the important matters 
of business, but as that’s not always possible, 
doing an organisational spring clean now could 
save you time and money in the long run. 

A good place to start is maintaining your 
firm’s statutory registers. 

All companies must keep a register of share¬ 
holders, register of directors/secretaries, of di¬ 
rectors’ residential addresses and 
of charges as a matter of law. You 
should review the registers to en¬ 
sure these are kept up to date. 

Most companies also keep reg¬ 
isters of applications and allot¬ 
ments, share transfers and de¬ 
benture holders, as a matter of 
best practice. 

Are your filings at Companies 
House up to date? 

Each year, a company has an 
obligation to complete an annual 
return and accounts and file 
these with Companies House. 

Failure to file these within the specified time 
frame can result in fines being imposed against 
the company and its officers. Visit www.compa- 
nieshouse.gov.uk to check your company’s fil¬ 
ing deadlines. 

You should also ensure your other filings are 
up to date, including the issue of new shares, 
any changes to directors and certain resolu¬ 
tions passed by the company. 

Consider if your company’s Articles of Asso¬ 
ciation and any Shareholders’ Agreement are fit 


for purpose (for example, what are the require¬ 
ments for calling and holding meetings?). 

If not, consider whether these governing doc¬ 
uments can be amended to suit your company’s 
current requirements. 

Ensure you keep accurate minutes of board 
meetings. These must be signed by the chair¬ 
man of the meeting and kept for at least 10 years 
in hard copy or electronic format. The minutes 
provide evidence of the matters decided at the 
board meeting, so make sure these are as accu¬ 
rate and as detailed as possible. 

Is your name correctly dis¬ 
played? 

If your company has a trading 
name, you are still required to 
disclose your firm’s registered 
name on certain documents and 
in certain locations, including 
outside every registered office 
and location at which you carry 
on business, on business docu¬ 
ments and correspondence, and 
on the company’s website. 

Finally, review all your con¬ 
tracts. If you have business contracts with cus¬ 
tomers or suppliers that remain unsigned, then 
it is worth reviewing the terms to consider if 
they are still correct and if so, have the contracts 
signed for certainty. 

Relying on an oral agreement with a third 
party can increase the risk of disputes arising. 

Once you’ve given your company affairs a 
polish, maintenance is key to ensuring that 
next year’s spring clean won’t take so long.

EXUS has pretty much 
admitted that the original 
version of its CT200h 
executive hatchback could 
have been better when 
launched in 2011. 

There were plus points - premium 
sector’s first hatchback hybrid, 
bomb-proof Lexus build quality and 
reliability - and it was the first time 
the Japanese prestige marque had 
launched a compact hatchback or 
front-wheel-drive model in the UK. 

It was also an early indication that 
Lexus would be concentrating on 
petrol-electric hybrids rather than 
trying to tackle rival European 
upmarket brands in the diesel 
department. 

Lexus’s ace up the sleeve was 
access to the proven reliability of the 
hybrid petrol-electric powertrain 
from its Toyota parent’s front-driven 
Prius - a model of similar scale to the 
CT200h design. 

However, the CT200h simply 
underwhelmed the market; the styling 
was too staid and the chassis not 
dynamic enough for the thrusting 
young executives of the target market. 

Worse, conventional opposition 
such as the Audi A3, BMW 1 Series, 
new-look Mercedes-Benz A-Class and 
Volvo V40 could rival the Lexus on 
the company-car taxation front. 

Most were also easier on the eye. 

The radical midlife facelift version 
arriving now suggests that Toyota’s 
prestige arm quickly saw the reality 
and responded well. 

Changes most politely described as 
‘by popular demand’ mean the 
facelift CT200h has better styling, 
ride quality and handling, plus

generous equipment upgrades on 
top of the usual Lexus complement 
- all according to Lexus. 

The revised line-up is also up to 
£1,500 cheaper than before, 
depending on the model, with 
attractive Lexus Business Drive 
Contract Hire deals also on the table. 

Prices start at £20,995 and those 
contract hire offers from £219 per 
month for the CT200h S entry 
model, ranging up to £259 a month 
for the likely best-seller, the mid¬ 
range Advance. 

But Lexus hopes the clincher will 
be far lower cost of ownership. 

All versions are below the 100g/ 
km threshold, at which road tax is 
payable, but this also means business 
users secure the lowest band for 
benefit-in-kind taxation - 10 per 
cent for the first year. 

Economy is also impressive on 
paper, with an official combined- 
cycle consumption of 78.5mpg for 
the S grade and 68.9mpg for other 
versions. 

There is also a bit more much- 
needed panache about the car, 
though I really do feel Lexus could do 
with head-hunting someone like 


Peter Schreyer, the man credited 
with the original Audi TT design, 
who has transformed Kia’s cars and 
image. 

The revised CT200h has adopted 
the new and bigger Lexus corporate 
grille extending above and below 
the number plate and giving the car 
a lower, wider and meaner look. 

This is further exploited by the 
racier L Sport version, using the 
same mesh-grille pattern as the new 
IS L Sport saloon. 

The L Sport also gets a new rear 
spoiler with integrated air-ducts, 
while all new-look CT200hs have 
new detailing, wheel designs and a 
shark-fin radio antenna. 

Cabin quality was never an issue 
with the CT200h, but there have 
been some tweaks, including a new 
slimline seven-inch centre console 
monitor, the smart new steering 
wheel from the new IS and a new 
shift lever for the automatic gearbox. 

There are still six model grades, 
but mid-range Advance (£23,995) is 
seen as the key model and now gets 
parking sensors, heated front seats 
and the new fully-integrated Lexus 
Navigation system as standard.

M otor-industry 

bean-counters argue 
that small cars deliver 
market share but 
bigger cars make the 

profits. 

It’s a rule that Italy’s Fiat has 
broken many times, though, usually 
through the success and sheer 
volume of one model (in many 
incarnations)... the little Fiat 500 or 
Cinquencento. 

The original 500 or Topolino (little 
mouse) arrived in 1937 and went on 
to get post-war Italy mobile through 
its cheap and affordable motoring. 

It was replaced in 1957 by the even 
more successful Nuova (new) 500, 
finally axed in 1975, living on, 
though, as the inspiration for the 
retro-chic current 500. 

Such was the excitement 
generated by the latest 500 that Fiat 
had pre-sold the 58,000 year-one 
production output within three 
weeks of launch in 2007 - no wonder 
the UK’s right-hand-drive launch 
was delayed until 2008. 

This success also helped Fiat stage 
a remarkable financial and technical 
comeback after anxious years as the 
motor industry’s ‘dead man walking’. 
Recovery was further highlighted 
this year by its formal takeover of the 
whole of Chrysler - one of the US’s 
once-mighty ‘Big Three’ car groups. 

But if you thought the Fiat 
500 (from £10,010) was 
simply a piece of clever 
marketing, note how the 
revitalised Italian group 
has complemented it 
with shrewd spin-offs 
like the scorching 
Abarth hot-hatch (from 
£14,205) and classy 
and practical 500C 
convertible (from £13,010). 


The latter is not a full crop-top: 
wind-ruffling comes via a fully- 
opening roof, but the side pillars stay 
firmly in place. 

All the same, it looks stylish and is 
another nod to its Nuova forerunner, 
which was also available with a 
roll-back roof. 

There is state-of-the-art 
technology in the 500, with engines 
including Fiat’s excellent 1.3-litre 
Multijet small diesel and the 
multiple-award-winning 875cc 
turbocharged twin-cylinder petrol 
unit, known as the Twin-Air. 

This engine has spearheaded 
surging sales of small turbocharged 
petrol cars as we now look to 
downsize and cut our emissions and 
fuel consumption without resorting 
to weightier and more expensive 
diesel engines - not ideal for the 
dynamics and pricing of city cars 
and superminis. 

And the Twin-Air 500 (from 
£12,010) might be small in size and 
ecological footprint, but it’s not in 
performance. 

Thanks to nifty turbocharging, 
this tiny engine in this tiny car 
outpunches many bigger contenders. 
It’s x fun to throw around and 
green, too. Most cars that 


duck beneath the lOOg/km C02 bar 
to escape road tax are diesel or 
hybrid but hardly make the pulse 
race. 

The sporty-looking 500S Twin-Air 
(£12,810) tested here feels nimble, 
though, and while a 0-62mph sprint 
speed in 11 seconds is hardly 
shattering, it feels fast thanks to the 
rapid response of the turbo and the 
thrumming engine beat when you 
open the throttle, a sound I have 
previously described as sounding like 
a box of irritable pheasants. 

Of course, prodding these angry 
birds clobbers fuel consumption, but 
drive sensibly and averages of 
around 70mpg are reached easily. 

But it would be naive to argue that 
the 500’s technical attractions are its 
key strength; no other small cars, 
apart from BMW’s similarly retro 
Mini, or Citroen’s eye-catching DS3, 
have such a strong image and are so 
much personalised by their owners, 
who often happily spend well over 
and above the purchase price - 
perhaps knowing that their little 
car’s resale value will be good, too. 

A cabin that cleverly recalls the 
days of the Nuova complements the 
500’s retro exterior. 

True, it’s not huge inside - rear 
legroom and boot space is modest 
- but it makes a great car for the 
^ cut and thrust of urban 

traffic and tight parking 
spaces.

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New-car sales now back 
to pre-recession levels 


UK pic back in the 
driving seat with 
new-reg sales a 
barometer of good 
economic progress 

I F new-car registrations are 
anything to go by, then the 
recession is well and truly over. 

Gathering confidence and 
strength in UK pic helped ensure 
total annual registrations of 
2,264,737, up 10.8 per cent on 2012. 

It was also the highest annual 
total since 2007 - just before the 
recession hit - while market- 
watchers suggest a further 1 per cent 
growth during 2014. 

Mike Hawes, chief executive at the 
industry’s mouthpiece, the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, 
claimed the UK new-car market had 
helped stimulate the country’s 
economic recovery, saying: “While 
the European market is only now 
showing signs of improvement, the 
UK has consistently outperformed 
the rest of Europe with 22 
consecutive months of growth. 

“The 10.8 per cent increase in 
2013 reflects the attractive financial 
offers available, as well as increased 
demand for more technologically- 
advanced new cars.” 

Lest anyone think rising 
registrations are sucking in too 
many imported cars and fuelling 
another classic British boom’n’bust 
scenario, it is also worth noting the 
UK’s status as a major car-producer 
and exporter is also rising. 

Car output here rose 3.1 per cent in 
2013 to exceed 1.5 million units - the 
highest volume since 2007 - and a 
record two million is expected by 2017. 

Motorists switching or downsizing 
to more fuel-efficient cars is part of the 
higher-registrations story, together 
with lower C02 emissions that can 
slash or even remove road tax. 

Manufacturers, keen to keep car 
plants churning through the 
recession, have also pegged car 
prices over recent years and offered 
low-rate finance incentives such as 
maintenance plans and preferential 
insurance and advantageous PCP 
(personal contract plan) schemes 
that help motorists work out exactly 
what their monthly motoring budget 
will be. 

And many would-be buyers have 
realised that buying a more frugal 
new car is a morale-boosting way to 
use savings earning little or no 
interest in the bank.

S OARING motoring costs 
have driven a rapid 
downshift in the size of 
cars we all prefer. 

Fuel, insurance, greater 
environmental awareness and 
punitive road tax on larger cars have 
all played their part in turning us 
away from the typical family car, once 
epitomised by those ubiquitous Fords 
- the Cortina, Sierra and Mondeo - 
and squeezed us into family hatchbacks 
first, and now superminis. 

The supermini, and even smaller 
city car, account for 40 per cent of 
new-car sales, followed by family 
hatchbacks with some 25 per cent. 

It might not be long, though, 
before family hatchbacks are under 
threat, too, from the new kid on the 
block: the crossover. 

As the name implies, this straddles 
several sectors by being part family 
hatch, part MPV (multi-purpose 
vehicle ) or people-carrier and part 
SUV (sports utility vehicle, such as 
Hyundai’s ix35, the Renault Captur 
and Peugeot 3008). 

Nobody is saying this burgeoning 
sector will catch the supermini/city 
car, though, which packs so much 
into a small package. Even the 
commonality of the two-box 
supermini shape - dictated by the 
need for compact on-road dimensions 
- can be addressed by ever more 
imaginative customisation. 

This might be a roof of a different 
colour, pattern or decal such as a flag, 
or it could be special wheels, bespoke 
door mirrors or a wild paint job 
- superminis don’t have to look alike.

If you must think bigger... 


S uperminis rule the uk 

car market, but many 
buyers need more space for 
their family or to pursue an 
active or sporty lifestyle. 
Fortunately, the motor industry 
has become adept at identifying 
niches within niches - where a car 
showroom might once have carried 
a marque’s four key models, there 
may now be as many as a dozen. 

The SUV (sports utility vehicle) 
and MPV (multi-purpose vehicle) are 
two of the most popular alternatives. 
Rough, tough 4x4 styling inspired 


the former, but when drivers realised 
they simply weren’t using the full 
off-road capacity, the complexity was 
reduced and the SUV or ‘soft-roader’ 
was born. 

Latterly, these are increasingly 
available in frugal front-wheel-drive- 
only form. 

The MPV’s one-box style and 


height evolved from the need to carry 
the maximum number of people and 
their luggage; a sort of posh minibus 
for which the term ‘people-carrier’ 
was quickly coined. 

The usual five or seven seats are 
also installed with flexibility in 
mind so that they can be folded in 
any combination or even left flat, 


turning the MPV into a useful van. 

Not happy to leave it there, 
manufacturers then realised they 
could marry both types and add a 
dash of family hatchback 
driveability to create the crossover. 

But not everyone is convinced by 
these newcomers, so there has also 
been a revival of the estate car, not 


that it’s often referred to so humbly 
- sports tourer, ST and other 
variations are more likely. 

This is because modern estates are 
expected to say more about your 
active living. 

Indeed, many are described as 
‘lifestyle estates’, where looks are 
often given priority over load¬ 
carrying prowess. 

Nevertheless, an estate is still a 
superior carrier to an equivalent 
hatchback and some versions even 
have a higher ground clearance and 
4x4 for limited off-roading.

C AR-OWNERS used to 
service and maintain 
their own cars as much as 
possible, but it’s now left 
largely to the professional 
mechanic - or technician, as garages 
prefer to call them now. 

And though modern cars are far 
more reliable than ever before, we 
still have a tendency to ignore faults 
and stretch service intervals far 
longer than we ought to, 
endangering the warranty and 
provenance of the vehicle when we 
come to sell - and that could cost you 
money. 

So, having bought a new ’14-reg 
car: 

■ Stick to the service record. Get it 
serviced at the correct mileages 
or annually and ensure the 
servicing book is stamped up, 


although some motor marques 
are switching to centralised 
digital records. 

■ Read the warranty thoroughly to 
ensure there are no possible 
pitfalls that could endanger the 
guarantee. 

■ Act on any recalls from the 
manufacturer, even if they do not 
relate specifically to safety - it will 
help maintain the warranty and 
future saleability of the car. 

■ An MOT certificate does not 
guarantee the car’s safety and 
reliability, even if has just passed. 
Problems can arise at any time 
and must be checked as soon as 
possible. 

■ Check lights regularly for safety 
and legality. Get used to ‘lighting 
up’ in the garage or when you are 
nosed in or backed up to a wall. 


■ Check tyres - including the spare 
- monthly... and that includes the 
pressures! Though the legal tread 
depth is 1.6mm, most motoring 
authorities advise replacement at 
2mm, especially in winter. 

■ Keep oil, windscreen-washer, 
coolant, power-steering, clutch 
and brake-fluid levels topped up 
without over-filling and make 
those checks on level ground. 

Don’t wait for warning lights; it 
could be too late to prevent 
damage or compromise safety. 

■ Replace wiper-blades. There is 
little point in keeping the washer 
topped up if the blades are worn 
or split. But if the windscreen is 
covered with bugs and grease, 

don’t expect the washer and LOOK AFTER IT! Modern cars like the latest Skoda Yeti, pictured above,

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Colour matters 
when trading in

R esearch by the aa 

shows that only 1 per 
cent of men and 3 per 
cent of women think 
colour is important when 
choosing a new car. 

But they need to think again 
because hard-nosed second-hand 
buyers are fussier about what they 
spend their cash on, especially if 
they have to live with the car’s colour 
for longer than the three years of a 
typical first owner. 

So if a ’14-reg new-car-buyer gets 
the colour wrong, this could wipe 
thousands off its value at trade-in 
time - especially if it’s a premium or 
sports model. 

Partnering it with a wild interior 
treatment is also a potential no-no, 
but leather or a quality man-made 
equivalent is well worth the 
investment - it looks classier, is 
resistant to dirt and wears better. 

Most buyers play safe, though, so 
black, blue, red or silver dominate 


and metallic treatments are popular, 
but white is coming up fast, from 
being nowhere a few years ago. 

This has been driven by the vogue 
for Apple consumer electronics and 
by upmarket motor brands using the 
colour in their marketing and 
advertising. 

However, along with darker 
colours, it shows dirt badly, while 
silver is seen as the easiest to keep 
clean. 

In the case of darker colours, 
fighting road grime may also 
highlight light scratches caused by 
more frequent visits to the car-wash. 

Silver is still No 1, then, but blue 
and black are not far behind, while 
red, green and white make up a 
following pack. 

On the other hand, if you are 
opting for a sporting car, bright 
colours are king. 

Some performance models even 
have their own bespoke colours such 
as sunburst yellows and acid greens, 
usually paired with smoked or black 
alloys - discerning used-car-buyers 
will want these combinations just as 
much as the car’s first buyer.

Hutchy is ready to live dream 
on return from horror injury 



An incredible comeback after 18 months without riding a 
bike booked Ian Hutchinson a place in the British Superbike 
Championship this season with Folkestone’s FFX Yamaha. 
He talks to Greg Miles about how his dream has come true. 


H E spent three years 
struggling with injuries 
and was told to have his 
leg amputated by doctors 
after a horrific crash. 

But now Ian Hutchinson is back 
and fulfilling a lifetime’s dream by 
competing in the British Superbike 
Championship. 

The 34-year-old, who is more 
known for his road-racing exploits in 
the Isle of Man TT as a record five- 
race winner in one year, wants to ce¬ 
ment his name as a force to be reck¬ 
oned with on the racing circuits of 
Britain this year. 

He will be supported in that en¬ 
deavour by his new team FFX Yama¬ 
ha, who are backed by Folkestone 
power-tool-supplier FFX. 

While Kent has riders of its own, 
with three-time winner Shane 
‘Shakey’ Byrne and Aylesford’s Howie 
Mainwaring to get behind, it has not 
before had its own team for motor- 
sports fans to support. 

While its branding is new, it is a set¬ 
up with which Hutchinson is familiar. 

The bike is an R1 Yamaha from the 
Shaun Muir Racing outfit with whom 
the Yorkshire rider has been for the 
last three seasons under the Milwau¬ 
kee Yamaha banner. 

It means that, rather than starting 
from scratch, ‘Hutchy’ has several 
years of data already behind him. 

An unexpected winning ride for 
Milwaukee Yamaha at the Macau 
Grand Prix in November after 18 
months out put him back in the 
minds of motorsports fans. He knows 
that success gave him the chance of a 
season in BSB. 

“I went out there with strong hopes 
I could ride well,” he said. “To win it at 
any point in your career takes some 
doing, so to win it after three years of 
not riding properly and 18 months 
since I’d sat on a bike, it brought back 
that everything was worth it. 

“Obviously, winning the event got 
me my ride on this superbike. Without 
winning I wouldn’t have thought I’d 
be here so soon. I would have probably 
been in one of the support classes. 

“It’s good to be rewarded for what 
I’ve done. My team have supported 
me to put me in the premier class.” 

His potentially career-ending mo¬ 
ment came a week after his historic

on his horror crash and injury 
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clean sweep of five senior TT wins in 

2010. 

On a wet Silverstone in the British 
Supersport Championship he fell and 
was hit by another rider, fracturing 
both his leg bones, the tibia and fibia. 

It meant he had to wear a metal 
cage around his leg during recovery 
and have multiple skin-grafts after 
his leg arteries were ripped apart. His 
rehab was also interrupted after he 
again broke his leg while riding an 
off-road bike in rehearsals for a stunt 
show in 2012. 

“It goes on and on when you’re in 
and out of hospital having opera¬ 
tions, when you’re at the stage where 
you can’t walk,” said the man nick¬ 
named the Bingley Bullet. 

“You can’t even begin to explain to 


people what’s going on when you’ve 
had such an injury. It’s always in 
your mind what you’ve been through, 
when you’re in the gym, having phys¬ 
io, from barely being able to put 
weight on my leg. 

“If you do it all and never have suc¬ 
cess again, it would be a kick in the 
nuts, really, for what you’ve been 
through.” 

Hutchinson tried to remain as posi¬ 
tive as possible while out of action as 
surgeons encouraged him to go down 
the amputation route, such was the 
severity of his leg-break. 

“I could never let the thought of not 
returning enter my head,” he said. 

“Right from the start the surgeons 
knew the only reason I wanted to 
keep my leg was to race again.

“It would have been far easier to 
have gone for having it taken off, but I 
couldn’t race then. 

“It was never an option for me. It 
was all about getting back to racing.” 

While eager to get going, he is tak¬ 
ing a realistic approach to his return. 

“I don’t really want to set any goals. 
I’ve only done four races in a super¬ 
bike class, which was seven years ago 
now,” he said. 

“It’s obviously a very competitive 
championship.

at a relatively competitive level at the 
end of the year I’ll be happy. I would 
like to go in and win races - that’s 
what I race for - but I’ve got to be 
realistic with it. 

“There’s a lot of experienced riders, 
though. I’m not discounting that I 
can ride at the front, but I won’t be too 
disappointed if I’m not there at the 
start. We’ve got the package to get 
there and as long as we do step up 
that’s what I’ll be happy with.” 

H utchinson revealed it 
had been a long-time 
ambition to compete 
in the series but feels 
his road-racing has pigeon- 
mk holed him at times, making it 
hard to realise his dream. 

He does have experience on 
the circuits, although his BSB time 
was limited to just four rides in 2007 
when he deputised for Ashford’s ace 
Leon Camier in the Bike Animal 
Honda team. 

Hutchy has mixed his time be¬ 
tween the British Superstock Cham¬ 
pionship and the road-racing compe¬ 
titions the TT, Ulster Grand Prix and 
North West 200. 

He has already confirmed his entry 
for the NW200 in May but looks like¬ 
ly to miss the TT because of new re¬ 
strictive rules that do not permit the 
entry of his superbike. 

“My goal once I started racing and 
started to understand the British 
championship was to get into the 
superbike class,” he said. 

“I’ve had some success on the roads 
- in some respect it’s helped me, but it 
has also gone against me as people 
class me as a road-rider. 

“It would be good to be a leading 
road-racer that can ride at the front 
in a superbike championship as well.” 

Although it is a new team, Hutch¬ 
inson certainly will not be starting 
from scratch, with the bike coming 
out of the Milwaukee Yamaha set-up 
and one with which he is familiar. 

“The only thing that’s new is the 
colour scheme. It’s had four years of 
development now and not going to 
develop any more,” he said. 

“I’m lucky in the respect we’re not 
going to have to do masses of develop¬ 
ment work. I’m just going to be out 
there getting mileage on it.”

SHAUN Muir, who runs SMR, the 
team behind Milwaukee Yamaha, 
helped put FFX Yamaha together. 

FFX was a secondary sponsor of 
Milwaukee last year and decided 
to go it alone for 2014. 

“We felt it was right to bring in a 
second factory-supported team,” 
said Muir. 

‘ 'I approached them. It became 
apparent they would like to be 
involved at a higher level and we 
facilitated that. We’ve got a lot of 
hardware from when our World 
Superbike team drew to a close 
and so to build a dedicated R1 
Yamaha was not hard to do.” 


Bringing in Hutchinson was a 
no-brainer, in truth, considering 
that the duo have worked together 
in road-racing competitions for the 
past few years. 

“I wanted to get the best out of 
Ian,” said Muir. 

‘ ‘I didn’t feel I needed to look 
any further. We felt it was a 
straightforward decision. 

“I’ve had him for three seasons 
now and I’ve got a huge amount of 
respect for the guy. 

1 We never got to see him ride on 
the short circuits before. I think he 
will surprise a lot of riders. 

“That top six will be a challenge. 


He can put in some sparkling 
performances.” 

Northern Irish rider Andy Reid 
will also line up for FFX Yamaha in 
the Pirelli National Superstock 600 
Championship. 

He progresses to the class after 
ending the 2013 season in the 
Motostar Championship, claiming 
three race victories from just six 
contests.
